Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to 
law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, by a constable 
of said town and written notices sent by mail by the Town Clerk 
at least seven days before the day of the meeting to the town- 
meeting members elected and qualified to act in town meetings in 
Brookline under the provisions, of Chapter 43a of the General 
Laws as amended, accepted by the Town of Brookline March 10, 
1942, the town-meeting members so qualified met at the High 
School Auditorium in said town on Tuesday, the twenty-ninth day 
of March 1955, at half past seven in the evening.

“Since 1927 my service in the Town Meeting either as an elective or an 
at-large member has been continuous and I have been in attendance at 
every Town Meeting since first elected.

At 
this time, may I express my appreciation to all Town Officials and members 
of this meeting for their cooperation in the common cause of making the 
Government of our Town function properly. My endeavors at all times 
have been to strengthen the Town Meeting form of government in Brook- 
line and it has been a task which :-has brought me much satisfaction and 
understanding in relation to this problem. As far as the future is con- 
cerned, I will hold myself ready at all times to assist and counsel Town 
Meeting Members, officials and citizens on matters confronting the Town’s 
general welfare. It is with a measure of regret that I am obliged to an- 
nounce my retirement from this office. My continuing public service on 
the State level depends on not only the good will of my constituents but 
to a great degree on the retention of what vision I have left. I have thus 
made the choice as outlined and I can only say—thank you.” 

Representative Joseph A. Silvano in appreciation of the services rendered 
by the Moderator, recommended that the above be made a part of the 
record and it was so voted and he made the following comments and paid 
tribute to the Moderator as an exacting and thorough public servant, hav- 
ing discharged the duties of his several offices in a manner so admirable 
as to reflect great credit upon himself and upon our municipality. The 
Moderator has served the town for many years in the capacity of town 
meeting member, member of the Planning Board, member of the Board 
Be eg a member of the House of Representatives, and the State 

enate.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 


At the first meeting held following the Town Election, Edward 
Dane was chosen Chairman of the Board. By virtue of his office 
as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, he also became Chairman 
of the Board of Public Welfare and Chairman of the Personnel 
Board. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March, an appropriation was, 
made available for the taking by eminent domain of certain par- 
cels on Centre Street for the construction of a so-called off street 
parking facility. This has been an urgent need for many years 
and it is hoped that it will serve to retain the prestige of Coolidge 
Corner as a first-class shopping district, thereby preserving the 
high valuations which are so essential to the Town’s economy. 
Due to delays encountered in land takings and the time required 
for vacating the premises, it was not possible to complete construc- 
tion during this year; however, the work will proceed in the spring 
and the parking area should be available for use shortly before 
June 1, 1956. 


Another matter that has given the Board of Selectmen some 
concern is the Brookline Village Area which would appear to re- 
quire some substantial redevelopment and investment to maintain 
its importance as one of the principal shopping areas of the town. 
It is proposed to appoint a redevelopment commission which will be 
charged with the responsibility of giving this matter a complete 
and thorough study in an endeavor to encourage capital invest- 
ment in modernizing this area, thereby attracting new enterprise. 
This problem, of course, is closely allied to the traffic situation 
which is becoming more complex all the time. No plans have been 
developed as yet by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works for improving the traffic situation in the village as it is re- 
lated to the overall arterial program involving the east-west toll 
road and the routes that are to be utilized in bringing traflic into 
Boston. As soon as these plans are crystallized, it is hoped the 
State may take some measures to relieve the situation. It will 
be noted that the State Department has made substantial improve- 
ments on Boylston Street involving widenings at the Brookline 
Reservoir and at Wright’s Hill which should facilitate the move- 
ment of traffic. Some improvement has been attained also by the 
adoption of deceleration lanes for “left turn traffic’ as a result 
of which these particular vehicles are taken out of the main 
travel path which is an important safety factor. 

The various critical problems confronting the Town with particu- 
lar reference to traffic, housing and zoning has pointed up the 
advisability of obtaining the services of a so-called full-time plan- 
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ning official in the not too distant future that these matters which 
are of such vital importance to the Town can be anticipated on a 
long range basis and not developed without adequate precautionary 
measures being taken. 

It is with a source of pride and satisfaction that we announce 
the complete transition from gas to electric street lighting. Much 
favorable comment has been forthcoming from the residents in 
view of the substantial increase in the candle power of the lighting 
facilities with a comparatively small increase in the appropriation 
required. It is hoped that the new program will result in a sub- 
stantial lessening of traffic accidents and will afford maximum 
protection to property. 

In line with the policy adopted by the Board to appraise the 
operating efficiency of the departments under its control from 
time to time, it is proposed in the coming year to study the opera- 
tion and administration of the Police Department to insure maxi- 
mum protection for the citizens of the town. 


The Health Center, which was constructed with funds from the 
Stephen Glover Train Bequest and Federal Grants, was completed 
and the offices of the Health Department were moved from the 
Administration Building to the new building in June. 


It will be recalled that in 1948, the Selectmen engaged the ser- 
vices of Anderson and Beckwith, architectural consultants, for 
the purpose of making a space study of the various departmental 
requirements of the Town due to the request of various depart- 
ments for more operating space. No building program was pro- 
jected, however, due to the extensive program for school construc- 
tion which was given priority. This problem has become more 
acute and some of the departments are now operating under ex- 
treme handicaps with the consequent result that the Town is not 
deriving maximum efficiency. As a result, the firm of Anderson 
and Beckwith was engaged by the Selectmen to bring its 1948 
study up to date and it is proposed to insert an article in the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1956 providing 
for the preparation of plans and specifications for a new office 
building which will be of simple and economical design and func- 
tional in character. 


On November 9, Arthur H. MacKinnon was appointed Comp- 
troller and in assuming his new duties, brings to Brookline a 
ivan of many years of experience as Auditor of the City of 

verett. 


The Legislature again has failed to give any specific relief to 
the fourteen cities and towns in the metropolitan area which are 
at present assuming the burden of the deficit arising from the 
operation of the Metropolitan Transit Authority. All legislation 
introduced which would extend to the so-called “fringe” communi- 
ties some portion of this financial burden has been defeated. It 
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is hoped that the Trustees, in cooperation with the Advisory 


Council, of the Metropolitan Transit Authority may bring forward 
some constructive suggestions in the near future.

The valuation of land in the town increased from $45,877,100 
in 1954 to $45,986,300 in 1955, the increase being $109,200. The 
valuation of buildings increased from $110,698,200 in 1954 to 
$113,591,900 in 1955, the increase being $2,893,700. The total 
increase in real estate valuation was $3,002,900. The valuation of 
tangible personal property increased from $8,358,400 in 1954 to 
$8,462,100 in 1955, the increase being $103,700. The total val- 
uation of all property in 1954, both real and personal, was 
$164,933,700 as compared with $168,040,300 in 1955, an increase 
of $3,106,600. 


The number of taxable polls decreased from 17,691 in 1954 
to 17,478 in 1955, the decrease being 218. The tax rate was fixed 
at $45, an increase of 70c over that of $44.80 in 1954.

Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1955 for general expenses and 
for state, county and metropolitan taxes, as well as payment of 
the funded debt and interest, was $10,757,981.78 of which 
$10,430,568.83 was expended. Of the total amount of $1,238,393.15 
carried on the books for special appropriations in 1955 and for 
those brought forward from previous years, the sum of $477,358.48 
was expended, making a total expenditure of $10,907,927.31.

Annual Appropriations for 1956 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the amounts 
proposed for new special appropriations are shown in the following 
tables. The amounts asked for general expenses of the Public 
Schools, Public Library, Water Supply, Public Parks and Grounds, 
comprising headings F, G and J and the first item of H in Table II 
following, have been recommended by the different boards having 
those matters in charge and have not received the independent 
judgment of the Selectmen. Reference is made to the report of 
those boards for information as to these appropriations. All other 
amounts included in the table of regular appropriations are recom- 
mended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for general 
expenses, omitting the amounts for state, county and metropolitan 
taxes, but including payments of funded debt and interest is 
$10,138,514.42. The total of the proposed special appropriations 
included in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting is 
$1,097,290.05 which is to be raised by tax levy. 

The first figure compared with the figure of $9,774,110.387 for 
these same purposes in 1955 shows an increase of $364,404.05 and 
the figure for proposed special appropriations shows an increase 
of $626,001.15 over the figure of $471,228.90 for 1955.

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REPORT OF HEALTH AND SAFETY COMMITTEE 


Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Health and Safety Committee respectfully sub- 
mits to your Board its twelfth annual report, covering activities 
during 1955. 


The membership of the committee consists of the Town Engi- 
neer, Chief of Police, Fire Chief, Town Counsel, Building Commis- 
sioner, and Director of Public Health. Mr. Walter A. Devine is 
Chairman and Dr. Robert H. Hamlin is Secretary. 


The Committee acts as an advisory and inspectional agency for 
the Board of Selectmen on applications for licenses and permits 
for lodging houses, convalescent homes, open air parking spaces, 
bowling alleys, and other premises. The Committee also investi- 
gates and reports on other matters referred by the Board of Select- 
men, and on citizen complaints, and acts as a clearing house for the 
determination and assignment of responsibility for required action 
when corrective measures are necessary. Inspections are carried 
out by Thomas F. Roche, assigned to the Committee from the Fire 
Department, and the district sanitary inspectors of the Health 
Department. Use of the sanitary inspectors for routine inspec- 
tions in their respective districts has allowed the Committee to 
increase the number of routine inspections of lodging houses and 
other licensed premises. A total of approximately 1250 inspec- 
tions and re-inspections were made during the year. 
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Further attention has been given to revision of standards for 
lodging houses and the Committee will submit to the Board of 
Selectmen in 1956 its recommendations for adequate standards for 
lodging houses, designed to bring the physical equipment and 
facilities of such homes to a higher level of health and safety. 
During 1955 the policy of recommending more stringent standards 
for new lodging houses, and where changes in ownership have 
occurred, was continued but it will be reeommended that all lodging 
houses be made to comply with the higher standards.

The department collections total $18,887.72, an all time high. 
Of this amount $6,028.25, was received from the sale of conserva- 
tion licenses and $4,497.00, from the issuance of dog licenses. 


The total number of births, which is incomplete for 1955, is 
1500. In 1954 the total number of births recorded was 1,709, and 
in the year 1953 the total recorded was 1,792. In connection with 
the births this office recorded 188 adoptions in 1955, each of these 
entailed considerable detail. In 1954 the total number of adop- 
tions was 198.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Brookline for the period 


from March 9, 1954, the date of the previous examination, to April 
30, 1955, and report thereon as follows: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills. 
for collection were examined, checked, and verified by comparison 
with the records of the town treasurer and the town comptroller. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town comptroller 
were examined and checked in detail. The general and appropria- 
tion ledger accounts were analyzed and proved, the receipts and 
payments as recorded were checked with the town treasurer’s 
books, the appropriations and loan authorizations were compared 
with the town clerk’s records of town meetings, and the transfers 
from the reserve fund were verified with the amounts authorized 
by the advisory committee, while other accounts were checked 
with the records of the various departments in which the trans- 
actions originated. 


A trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 


pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on April 30, 1955. 


‘64 BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer and collector, as 
town treasurer, were examined and checked. The receipts as re- 
corded were analyzed and compared with the records in the several 
departments in which money was collected for the town, with 
other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
and with the town comptroller’s books. The recorded payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the dis- 
bursement of town funds and with the comptroller’s records. 

The cash balances in the several cash accounts on April 30, 1955 
were proved by actual count of the cash in the office, by reconcil- 
iation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit, and by listing the cash memoranda. 

The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were proved with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on April 
30, 1955 were listed and reconciled with the balance in the bond 
and coupon account as shown by a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 

The records of employees’ payroll deductions on account of bond 
purchases and Federal taxes were examined and checked. The de- 
ductions were added, the payments to the Director of Internal 
Revenue were verified, the bond purchases for employees were 
proved, and the balances in the employees’ bond deduction records 
were listed and reconciled with the balance in the special bank 
account which the town treasurer maintains for this purpose. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the several trust funds in the custody of the town treas- 
urer were examined and listed. The bequests were verified, the 
income was proved, the expenditures and transfers to the town 
were compared with the comptroller’s records, and the cash on 
hand on April 30, 1955 was verified. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the contributory retirement system funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer were examined and listed. The recorded 
receipts and disbursements were checked with the records of the 
retirement board, the income was proved, and the cash balance on 
April 30, 1955 was verified. 

The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and checked in detail. The amounts added to the 
tax title account were compared with the collector’s books, the 
foreclosures were verified, and the recorded redemptions and sales 
were checked with the treasurer’s cash book. The tax titles and 
tax possessions on hand on April 30, 1955 were listed, reconciled 
with the comptroller’s ledger accounts, and checked with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The records of receipts for parking meter fees were examined, 
the recorded collections being added and checked with the treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts. 
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The books and accounts of the town treasurer and collector, as 
town collector, were examined and checked in detail. The taxes, 
excise, assessments, departmental accounts receivable, and water 
rates and charges outstanding according to the previous audit, as 
well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved. 
The collector’s cash books were footed, and the recorded collections 
were compared with the payments to the treasurer as shown on the 
treasurer’s and the town comptroller’s books. The abatements 
were checked with the assessors’ and other departmental records 
of abatements granted, while the taxes, assessments, and water 
liens transferred to the tax title account were proved with the 
records of the tax titles held by the town. 

The tax, excise, assessment, departmental, and water accounts 
outstanding on April 30, 1955 were listed and reconciled with the 
comptroller’s ledger controls. Verification of the outstanding 
accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received thereto it appears that the accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 

The records of abatements granted by the board of assessors 
were listed and checked with the books of the collector and the 
town comptroller, while the warrants to the collector were com- 
pared with the detailed commitments. 

The records of deferred sewer and betterment assessments were 
examined, the payments in advance were checked with the treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts, the amounts added to taxes were verified, 
and the apportionments due in future years were listed and proved 
with the comptroller’s ledger accounts. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked in detail. The collections on account of dog and sporting 
licenses issued, and from marriage intentions, recording fees, 
copies of records, and miscellaneous charges were verified and 
compared with the payments to the town treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game. The cash book was added 
throughout, and the cash balance on April 30, 1955 was verified by 
actual count of cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The surety bonds of the several officials required by law to fur- 
nish them were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of departmental cash collections by the board of 
selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, and the inspectors 
of buildings and of milk, as well as by the police, health, highway, 
public welfare, school, library, park, recreation, and cemetery de- 
partments, and all other departments in which money was collected 
for the town, were examined and checked. The collections as re- 
corded were compared with the payments to the treasurer, and the 
cash on hand in the several departments, including petty cash 
advances, was proved by actual count. 
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In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s cash ac- 
counts, summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, tax 
possession, departmental and water accounts, as well as schedules 
showing the condition and transactions of the several trust and 
retirement funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1955 


On January 7 the Planning Board held a public hearing in the 
Selectmen’s hearing room, 55 Prospect St., Brookline, on a proposed 
amendment to the Zoning By-law which would place certain land 
adjacent to Lenox and Mountfort Streets in the 2C District (Busi- 
ness). At this time the Board voted not to act on this amendment 
until they had viewed the property and investigated certain legal 
aspects which were brought out at the hearing. However, on 
January 20 the Board approved the amendment and signed the 
plan, and a final report for the Annual Town Meeting. 

At the January 7 meeting a hearing was held to change the zone 
on part of Centre Street, to permit an Off-Street Parking Area. 
After consideration it was unanimously voted to favor the change. 

It was voted unanimously to approve and sign a modification of 
the plan of Helvic Road. 

A “Land Use Map” which had been requested by the Brookline 
Housing Authority was approved and signed. 

The question of widening part of Chestnut Street was con- 
sidered and it was voted to take no action on the matter at this 
time as the warrant for the Town Meeting was closed. 


On January 11 the Board signed their final report recommend- 
ing the change in zone on Centre Street to permit an Off-Street 
Parking Area. 

On March 22 the Planning Board met and organized. Mr. Rus- 
sell Hastings was elected Chairman and Mr. Charles E. Robinson, 
Clerk. Mr. Walter A. Devine was appointed Secretary and Engi- 
neer. Mr. George W. W. Brewster was welcomed as the newly 
elected member of the Board. 


A resolution was adopted on the Termination of the Services of 
Mr. Gorham Dana as a member of the Board, and giving recogni- 
tion to his long and faithful service. 

On June 16 a public hearing was held in the Selectmen’s hearing 
room on a proposed amendment to the Zoning By-law which would 
place certain lots on Centre Street, which are now in a 7D (Single 
Residence) District within the 4C (General Residence) District. 
In executive session it was voted to favor this proposed change; 
the plan was signed and the Secretary authorized to write a Final 
Report to the Town Meeting. This final report was signed on 
June 29. 


On November 15 a joint meeting was held in the office of the 
Town Engineer with the members of the Brookline Housing Au- 
thority. The matters of eliminating the blighted district known 
as the “Farm Area”, and the building of a Housing Project in this 
location were discussed. No immediate action was necessary by 
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the Planning Board as the Housing Authority does not consider 
placing an article in the warrant before the Annual Town Meeting 
of 1957. 


It was voted to approve and sign a plan of Princeton Road, from 
Rangeley Road southeasterly. Also it was voted to approve and 
sign an agreement submitted by the owners, whereby they agreed 
to build a single residence on the unaccepted part of Princeton 
Road in accordance with the Rules & Regulations of the Planning 
Board, certain requirements having been waived and a duly ex- 
ecuted bond in the amount of $1000 having been submitted by the 
owners. 


On December 20 hearings were held in the Selectmen’s Hearing 
Room upon the following matters: 

1. To strike out the paragraph of Article II of the Zoning 
By-law which defines “Story”, and substitute therefor a 
new paragraph in order that the term “Story” should be 
consistent with the new Building Code. 

2. A proposed amendment to the Zoning By-law which 
would include within the 4C (General Residence) District 
certain land now in the 7D (Single Residence) District 
adjacent to Milton Road. 

3. A proposed amendment to the Zoning By-law to include 
in the 4A (General Residence) District land on Newton 
Street now in the 5D (Two-family Residence) District. 

4.  Anapplication for approval of a Definitive Plat for George 
Lane, from Goddard Avenue northwesterly about 390 feet. 
A performance bond in the amount of $20,000 was sub- 
mitted as well as a duly executed agreement. 

5. A proposal to amend the Zoning By-law to include within 
the 2A (Business) District, 7F (Single Residence) Dis- 
trict and 7G (Single Residence) District, certain land ad- 
jacent to Heath Street, Reservoir Road and Boylston Street 
and now in the 5D (Two-Family) 7D (Single Residence) 
and 7E (Single Residence) Districts. The land in question 
is known as the Lyman Estate. 


In executive session, the Board considered the following matters: 


1. Baxter Road. It was unaninously voted to approve and sign the 
plan for the revision of the construction requirements for Baxter 
Road Extension. The agreement and bond to be placed on file. 

2. “Story”. It was unanimously voted to favor the proposed amend- 
ment to the Zoning By-law in regard to re-defining the word 
“Story” as contained in Article II of the Zoning By-law. 

3. Milton Road. It was voted by the majority of the Board to favor 
the proposed change of zone for land on Milton Road, and the 
Secretary was directed to write a final report to be sent to the 
Town Clerk. 

4. Newton Street. It was unanimously voted to postpone action re- 
garding the zoning change on Newton Street. This was done 
pending receipt of specific proposed construction designs, agree- 
ments and legal commitments from the owners.

5. George Lane. It was voted unanimously to approve and sign the 
plans of George Lane, and the Secretary was directed to place the 
bond and agreement on file. 

6. Lyman Estate. The Board voted unanimously to postpone action 
of the rezoning of the Lyman Estate pending receipt of specific 
proposed construction designs, agreements and legal commitments 
from the owners. 

7. Parking In Single Residence Districts. The Board considered the 
request of the Building Commissioner to give an opinion on Park- 
ing in Single Residence Districts. It was voted unanimously that 
since there is nothing in the Zoning By-law prohibiting parking in 
Single Residence Districts that the Building Commissioner be ad- 
vised that in the opinion of the Planning Board no restrictions 
could be placed on parking of cars on the property by the occu- 
pants of the dwellings thereof, or any member of the family. No 
commercial vehicles or neighbors should be allowed parking 
privileges. 


LONG RANGE PLANNING 


On July 22 the Secretary was authorized to notify Mr. Wm. 
Stanley Parker, Consultant, to proceed with the preparation of the 
1955 Long Range Planning Report. On November 15 it was voted 
to advise Mr. Parker to change the title of the Long Range Report 
from ‘‘Annual Report on Long Range Planning” to “Six-Year Finan- 
cial Program Prepared by the Brookline Planning Board.” 


It was voted to suggest to the School Committee that the “Six 
Year Financial Program” be used in the Civics Courses of the 
schools. 

The heads of all departments and commissions were requested to 
submit data relative to proposed projects to the Long Range Plan- 
ning Committee prior to October 25. This data, as submitted, has 
been discussed with all department heads. The Report of the 
Committee will be published and distributed early in the coming 
year.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: —The Recreation Commission presents its four- 
teenth annual report for the year 1955. 


Mr. G. Storer Baldwin a member of the Park Commission ap- 
pointed to the Recreation Commission by the selectmen resigned 
on February 28, 1955 due to pressure of other activities and Mr. 
F. Gregg Bemis, long a director of the National Recreation Asso- 
ciation was appointed in his place. 


The money asked for at the annual town meeting in March 1955 
for the further development of the Baldwin and Dane playgrounds 
was not voted and therefore the possible sale of the Lowell Play- 
ground has again been postponed. 


In cooperation with the Building Commission the Recreation 
Commission has after many meetings and much study decided on 
the type and location of a building to house the new swimming 
facilities. Money for its construction will be asked for at the an- 
nual town meeting in March, 1956. 


The Recreation Commission will again ask for legislation in 1956 
to permit us to require educational as well as experience qualifica- 
tions of our recreation leaders in setting up examinations under 
Civil Service.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF RECREATION 


January 9, 1956. 
To the Recreation Commussion: 


Gentlemen: —In submitting a report for, the activities of the 
Recreation Department for 1955 it seems ‘important to begin by 
calling your attention to the fact that attendance at 6tprograms 
was adversely affected and was lower than it has been for many 
years. This was due to a great extent to the prevalence of polio 
which we experienced last summer and fall. Cautious parents kept 
their children at home rather than risk the possibility of contract- 
ing the disease through contact with others. This was particularly 
true in the summer playground program and at the swimming pool 
where attendance was low. Excessive heat and humidity plus 
the August floods did not improve the situation. 

The department was affected in a personal way when Miss 
Evelyn Kirrane our capable supervisor of programs for girls and 
women was also stricken. Her loss to the department even though 
temporary hag been keenly felt. There is every indication that 
she-wil-return upon her recovery which we hope will be soon. Pro- 
longed illnesses of several other employees two of whom occupy 
key positions have had their effect upon the efficient operation of 
the department. 

It is our sincere wish that all will return soon completely recov- 
ered. 7 

There continued to be a fairly long waiting list for our morn- 
ing play groups, a situation which we feel will be improved with 
the addition of another class at the gymnasium in October 1956. 


The Golden Age Club had another successful year, but has 
reached the stage where it is felt that a drop-in club is needed. 
Through the interests of the newly appointed Council for the Aging 
efforts were made to locate space either in town owned or privately 
owned buildings for such a club, but without success. 


However, it is encouraging to see that recognition is being given 
to this worthy project and that its fulfillment in the future seems 
assured. 

The twilight league which had been weak the past few seasons 
enjoyed one of its best years. This was due in no small measure to 
the influx of graduates of the little league. There is every indica- 
tion that it will grow even stronger during the next few years. 

The focus of attention by the general public on the published re- 
ports relative to the inadequacies of thepool has kept some patrons 
away. However, the program has been conducted in an efficient 
manner with particular attention given to maintaining the quality 
of the water up to the standards as set by the Health Department. 
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While sometimes it has been difficult to maintain because of obso- 
lete equipment at no time has there been a condition dangerous to: 
the public welfare. 


Miss Kathryn G. Sutherland after forty-six years of service at 
the pool as an instructor has reached the age of retirement and 
left the department effective December 31, 1955. Miss Suther- 
land has been a capable, conscientious and devoted employee who 
served under each of the four men who have headed the depart- 
ment since its inception. She carries with her the good wishes of 
her many friends as well as the entire Recreation Department staff. 


This year the Town Employees Union joined with the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, The American Legion and the Recreation De- 
partment in conducting the annual Christmas Party for the chil- 
dren of the town. Through the generosity of these organizations 
the purchase of toys was made possible to supplement other fea- 
tures provided by the Recreation Department. To these and other 
Brookline Organizations, Municipal Departments and individuals 
who have cooperated with the Recreation Department we express 
our sincere gratitude. Special thanks go to the Park Department 
for its continued cooperation.

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NINETY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


There has been one change in the composition of the Board of 
Library Trustees since a year ago. It was caused by the resigna- 
tion of Rabbi Dudley Weinberg, a valued member of the Board 
since 1949. Rabbi Weinberg submitted his resignation on June 
1ith, 1955, because he was leaving Brookline to lead a new congre- 
gation in the Middle West. His successor, elected by joint con- 
vention of the Board of Trustees and the Board of Selectmen on 
June 27, 1955, was Mr. Robert I. Hunneman. 


Mention should be made of the death, on December 4, 1955, of 
Miss Louisa M. Hooper, Librarian from 1902 until her retirement 
in 1940. Miss Hooper had an important part in the development 
of library services in the Town. Among the changes which came 
about during her leadership were the establishment of branch 
libraries, opening the library on Sundays, the circulation of musi- : 
cal scores, and extending the use of the Library’s Hall to civic 
groups. She was much respected in professional library circles, 
and found the time also to give her interest and support to the 
Brookline Friendly Society, the Brookline Historical Society, and 
other civic activities. 


The Board approved several changes in administrative pro- 
cedures recommended by the Librarian. A photo-charging system 
was installed and put in operation last April. The fee for the use 
of the library by non-residents (except those having a school or 
business connection with the Town) was raised from $2 to $3. 
It was agreed, after an unsuccessful trial in the summer of 1954, 
to discontinue summer library service at the Baker School. After 
a good deal of discussion, fines for overdue books were suspended 
for a trial period of one year from April 15, 1955. At the end of 
this period the matter will be reviewed again, with the help of 
comparative records of the numbers of overdue books under the 
two systems. (It should be noted that a state law requires the 
library to bring into court borrowers who are seriously delinquent 
in returning books.) 


In the matter of physical facilities, it is hoped and anticipated 
(barring complications not now foreseen) that the new Coolidge 
Corner branch will be ready this coming spring. After the selec- 
tion of the architects (Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott) 
in the spring of 1954, there were various unavoidable delays be- 
fore the plans were finally prepared and approved by the Board of 
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Trustees and the Building Commission, and it was not until July 
11 of 1955 that the contracts were let, and construction began. 
Since then the work has gone along on schedule, and the Trustees 
believe that this new building not only will add greatly to the li- 
brary facilities of the Town, but will be a handsome addition to 
the Town’s public buildings. Through the cooperation of the 
school authorities, temporary service in the Coolidge Corner area 
has been made available at the Devotion School. 


The Trustees have already begun to consider the question of 
better library service in the south part of the town, and they have 
been encouraged so to do by the active interest of a group of citi- 
zens in that area. The rented quarters in the Putterham circle 
now serving as a branch have gradually become seriously inade- 
quate, and the expected increase of population to be served will 
soon make action necessary. It is too soon to decide what the 
solution may be; the Board expects to give the problem careful 
study, in cooperation with the Planning Board and the Board of 
Selectmen. 


The Board of Trustees would like to command to the attention 
of Brookline citizens the review of the Town’s School Library Ser- 
vice in 1954-55, published by the Library in mimeographed form 
last September. They believe that this service, in facilities pro- 
vided by the School Department and with books and staff provided 
for by the Town in the Library’s budget, is unsurpassed anywhere 
in Massachusetts, and is among the services which make our Li- 
brary one of the outstanding public libraries in the Commonwealth. 
In this connection mention may be made of the formation some 
months ago of a committee on school and library cooperation, with 
representation on it from both departments. 


The Trustees approved of the Library’s joining the Brookline 
Community Council; and also voted an appropriation from the 
Library’s special funds which (with a like gift from the Brookline 
Historical Society) made possible the inclusion of an index in “The 
Brookline Trunk,” published in connection with the Town’s 250th 
Anniversary; the index was.needed to make this history of the 
Town more useful in the Brookline schools... The Library put on 


view, at the time of the anniversary a special historical exhibition, 


As in previous years, the Library’s facilities were made available 
to the Brookline Library Music Association, the Brookline Society 
of Artists, and other civic groups. 


A major gift to the Library, approved by the Board of Trustees 
and awaiting necessary approval by the Town at its Annual Meet- 
ing, has been offered by the Chestnut Hill Garden Club, in the form 
of a bond of the value of $1,000, the income from which is to be 
used for the purchase of books for the James D. Colt Memorial 
Library.

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NINETY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


Wednesday, December 2nd, 1857 the Public Library of Brook- 
line opened for the delivery of books, the town having appropriated 
the money necessary at the previous town meeting in March. To 
quote from the first annual report of the Trustees, “The money 
appropriated has been expended as the law required.... Asa 
whole, the collection of books is a good one; and, with the same 
expenditure, could hardly be improved. The purchases have been 
made at the lowest wholesale cash prices. The Trustees express 
their hope, that the annual appropriation allowed by law will be 
made by the town, and that every citizen will do what he can to 
promote the growth of the library to the end that it may, in time, 
become the largest, the richest, and the best in the whole Common- 
wealth.” 


Mr. Hoar, the first librarian, comments in his report “that the 
number disposed to avail themselves of the privileges of the library 
far exceeded their anticipations. He was also gratified to observe 
that there was an increasing disposition to read the historical more 
solid work in the library, though he believed the class of tales and 
romances on the shelves were in very high order — far more so 
than is usual to find in the public libraries.” He cited an example 
of a gentleman of a neighboring town who remarked to one of the 
Trustees that he would prefer to pay well for the privilege of ac- 
cess to our library rather than to enjoy gratuitous access to the 
library of his own town. “It was the character of our selection 
of books which led him to make this remark.” 


For fifty-three years, under the leadership of four librarians, 
the library grew and progressed and maintained its leadership in 
the profession. Fifty-two years ago the present librarian’s prede- 
cessor, Miss Louisa M. Hooper, became head of the Public Library. 
In her first annual report it is apparent that the methods and pro- 
cedures inaugurated when the library was founded were outmoded 
and no longer efficient. She comments that the chief work of the 
issue department during the year has been the change to a new 
form of charging system; that the new method of charging neces- 
sitated first of all the reregistration of all borrowers and that the 
greater convenience and accuracy in charging by the new system 
had already amply justified the expenditure of time and money. 
She further comments that the reclassification of the book collec- 
tion “will be finished within two years” and that “the practice in- 
augurated last year of stationing an assistant in the reference 
room has greatly increased the reference use of the Library and 
that this reference work seemed to be as important as any the 
library could do, not second even to the circulation of books.” 
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The above reports translated into 1955 terminology could easily 
serve as a substitute for the one about to be written. The town 
meeting last March appropriated creditable funds. The purchases 
have been made at the lowest prices possible. We believe we have 
one of the best libraries in the Commonwealth and that its book 
collection is unusual for a public library its size. Two hundred 
and eighty-eight (288) non-residents pay a fee for the privilege 
of using its resources. Again, after fifty-two years, a new charg- 
ing system has been inaugurated and all library patrons are being 
re-registered. Four assistants are now stationed in the reference 
department and the numbers using the reference service have in- 
creased until many evenings there is not sufficient seating capa- 
city. The ‘more solid works ih the library” still comprise more 
than fifty per cent of the total number of books read. 

The preparation for the new photographic charging system pro- 
vided an excellent opportunity for the review and re-evaluation of 
all of the library’s routine processes. It involved a great deal of 
research and necessitated many meetings of eight key members of 
the staff with the librarian, before any decisions could be made and 
recommendations prepared for the approval of the Trustees. Two- 
hour meetings were scheduled weekly for a period of seven months. 
All other members of the staff were called in for discussion when 
the process under consideration involved their particular duties. A 
manual of procedures was established ultimately and for the past 
three months, we have observed the results of our labors. There 
are still some problems to be solved and while it is too soon to 
make an accurate evaluation, we believe that it is not only more 
efficient but it also leaves more professional staff hours to help 
our ever increasing number of patrons and that the service is 
improved thereby. 


ADULT SERVICES 


One of the needs in a community such as Brookline is that of a 
hall of moderate size that can be used by any community group. 
The Library’s Exhibition Hall was used 71 mornings, 61 after- 
noons and 93 evenings. In addition, the School Room, the Trustees’ 
Room and the Children’s Room have been used for group and 
committee meetings in the evenings. 


Films 

Eleven (11) previews of 16 mm films and ten (10) program 
showings were sponsored by the library. Twenty (20) films were 
loaned to local groups and thirty-one (31) were used in the library- 
sponsored programs. In all, twenty-one (21) different groups 
were served. The special films WORLD WITHOUT END and 
REPORT TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE ON TECHNICAL CO- 
OPERATION borrowed for UN Week were shown to audiences 
totaling in each case some seven hundred (700) persons. Some 
were students and teachers; others were adult community groups. 
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Discussion Groups 


The only discussion groups directly sponsored by the Library 
were: The American Heritage Young Adult Program that met 
to discuss Gerald Johnson’s THIS AMERICAN PEOPLE and 
Saunders Redding’s AN AMERICAN IN INDIA. It is presently 
composed of ten persons plus two co-leaders and the library ob- 
server; The Parent Reading Group at the Putterham branch that 
has been reading and discussing a variety of books planned to en- 
rich the background of their ‘children through reading. The 
only other discussion group was the advanced ‘Great Books’ 
Group which is now in its seventh year. From ten to fifteen met 
in this group this past year to consider GREAT ISSUES IN EDU- 
CATION; their discussions are based on mimeographed notes, sent 
to each member free of charge by the Great Books Foundation. 
The selections are from significant writings on education, such as 
Hersey’s WHY DO STUDENTS BOG DOWN IN THEIR FIRST 
HOUR. 


Art and Music 


The continued use and enthusiasm shown in the activities of 
the Brookline Society of Artists and. the Brookline Library Music 
Association since their inauguration have proved that they are a 
necessary part of the program of the department. They hold a 
definite place in the life of the community. 


The record collection has now become quite well rounded with 
music from the pre-Bach to the present day composers. Folk 
music, the best jazz, as well as language and literature are well 
represented. Many miniature scores of the standard symphonies 
and chamber music encourage the music patrons to follow the 
music on records with a score. The Library now has tape record- 
ings of the new compositions and performances of the Music Work- 
shop as well as those for the prize compositions each year. For 
the first time a chamber music bulletin was mimeographed and 
distributed to the public. The use of the two pianos continues 
and the two-piano music which has been added to the collection is 
popular. 

The book collection in the fine arts, crafts and hobbies area has 
grown measurably. The architectural collection has broadened in 
its coverage of temporary developments. Material on photography 
has been enlarged. The object has been to develop the creative 
and expressive aspects of photography rather than the technical 
performances of the camera. 

In addition to the fall and spring shows of the Brookline Society 
of Artists, the library has held a series of exhibits in conjunction 
with the DeCordova Museum in Lincoln. Over a five-month span, 
work was displayed from the woodworkers, the potters, the weav- 
ers and the metal and silver guilds of the Museum Craft Guilds. 
Work from the Adult Center in Brookline was featured in April 
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and work from the Cambridge Center of Adult Education was 
shown in October. The Red Feather drive was supported by panel 
displays and posters throughout the library system. A special 
exhibition of Brookline School Art was held in the spring. There 
was also a memorial exhibition of the works of Eric Mendelsohn 
with many of the architect’s own sketches and plans. A large and 
extensive exhibition pointed up UN Day. It received much favor- 
able public comment. 

Space is a serious problem in Gardner Hall. Both the music and 
art books have been drastically weeded but this has not alleviated 
the situation enough to take care of all the new material which is 
being added. The card catalog is overcrowded and shelving space 
is desperately needed, especially in the art section of the room. 


Reference 


In the space available, it is not possible to give an adequate con- 
ception of the work accomplished by the reference staff or of this 
service to the public. Statistics indicate the volume to some ex- 
tent. Research aid was given to 2,472 adults, 104 graduate 
students, 475 undergraduate students, 883 high school students 
making a total of 3,987 research questions answered. In addition, 
5,574 questions of information and 2,805 questions by telephone 
were answered. A total of 11,606 times someone was helped. 

The subjects ranged from busimess ethics and how to push small claims 
to why March is a significant month for toys and the number of salesmen who 
drive automobiles; from the cost-of-living and taxes in New York City to 
lists of Italian festivals celebrated in Boston’s North End. 

The influx of students into the library has grown beyond all ex- 
pectations. The year before we were amazed when fifty came in 
of an evening. This fall we frequently have 60-100. More acute 
than ever is the problem of eliminating the troublemakers among 
these large groups and maintaining some order without depriving 
our adult users of the time and attention they are entitled to when 
they come to us with their reading and reference requests. We 
are now requiring card identification of students at the entrance 
and segregating those using only their textbooks. We may have 
to eliminate homework from textbooks entirely. 

For the first time in many years, the book room shelves have 
been thinned out enough to allow for a year’s expansion-room in 
many of the subject categories. This shifting to the stacks has, 
of course, aggravated the space problem there. We will need to 
convert more of our newspapers to microfilm to ease this situation. 
We also need to increase the seating capacity in the book room. 


Inventory 

Many large libraries have stopped taking inventory because of 
the costly time factor. We are on the border line as far as size is 
concerned. It is such an excellent means of keeping a close watch 
on details such as locating mis-shelved books and clearing the. 
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shelflist and catalogs of items missing in earlier inventories that 
the staff is hesitant about discontinuing it. It is hoped that, with 
the greater supervision gained by splitting the charging and re- 
turn desk in two, which enables us to check both entrance and 
exit to the whole adult collection, the losses will be cut to 
such an extent that we can dispense with the inventory. 

The principal losses are in the field of applied science and hobby 
books, though 20 art and 9 music books were missing in 1955. The 
type of material taken indicates our worst offenders are the stu- 
dents. Inventory has been completed in six out of ten classes and 
181 books are missing—literature, history, biography, psychology 
and religion are still to be done. 

In addition to serving the public, the attention of the entire 
staff was focused on the Loan Department in 1955. 


Previous reports have ended with the mention of new plans 
under consideration to expedite the processes of charging and 
discharging. It is gratifying to report their accomplishment during 
this year. With photo-charging and keysort cards chosen as the 
mechanical basis for the new system and with revised routine 
procedures available, prepared by the Librarian, heads of depart- 
ments, supervisors and key librarians, the big shift was made on 
April 28. 

As the new charging system became effective, so also did 
changes in policy, principal among them being a basic three-week 
lending period for all material, no limit within reason of the num- 
ber of books to be taken at any one time, abolishment of fines cn 
overdue materials (to be tried experimentally for one year), an 
increase from $2 to $3 (approximates the per capita tax of Brook- 
line residents for library services) as the annual fee for non-resi- 
dents including non-resident students residing in Brookline frater- 
nity houses, boarding houses and local colleges; discontinuance of 
reserving periodicals on postcard requests; the restriction of cer- 
tain periodicals for reference use only, and the circulation of all pe- 
riodicals to the current year and the year before the current year; 
a revised scale of prices to be charged for lost books and other ma- 
terials that more nearly corresponds with the current prices. It 
would be impossible for such changes to be made without criticism 
both constructive and destructive. Yet, summarizing it all, it has 
been generally well received. The three-week lending period did at 
first deplete our new book collection. However, this has now been 
somewhat corrected and the shelves offer a reasonable selection of 
new books brought about by a change in our purchasing policy. It 
has also helped to put a limitation on all new material. Not more 
than three new books are permitted a borrower at one time. This 
restriction and the return to our previous policy of asking patrons 
reporting a lost card to wait one week before obtaining a new one 
are the only basic revisions made in the new manual, which is gra- 
tifying to those responsible for its preparation. It is still too 
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early to have a definite opinion of the success of the “no fine’ 
policy, as under any system it is pretty much the same borrowers 
who time after time keep material overdue and if they persist it 
would seem that their borrowing privileges might be restricted in 
some other way rather than resume fines for everyone because of 
the irresponsibility of the few. While it was obvious that the 
charging system had changed, few were aware of the drastic re- 
vision all routines connected with circulation had to undergo to 
coordinate the photo-charging. 

First was reregistration—setting up a new alphabetical file, the 
duplicate numerical file could be abandoned, thus cutting in half 
the registration processes. To-date about two-thirds of our bor- 
rowers have reregistered. Reserves for materials did not prove 
to be as much of a problem as was anticipated. Some reserves can 
now be filled more quickly than before. Certain adjustments still 
have to be made. The 1956 report can be more definite and con- 
clusive. 


Interlibrary Loan 


That our book collection largely answers the needs of our 
borrowers is observed by the statistics on interlibrary loan; 42 
books were borrowed, largely from special libraries outside the 
state such as the Historical Society in Buck’s County, Carnegie 
Institute, Pratt Institute, Western Reserve and the Catholic Insti- 
tute of America, the British Information Service Library in New 
York and the Free Library of Philadelphia. We lent 400 items 
to libraries throughout the state; 74 of them to the Boston Veter- 
ans Administration Library in Jamaica Plain. 


The total circulation for the year was 427,072 volumes, 61,024 
above that for 1954. A number of factors modified the circulation 
statistics as appended to this report. The figures are accurate but 
to make a correct interpretation, it should be remembered that the. 
polio threat last summer affected the number of children using 
public facilities, especially playgrounds; the moving of the Coolidge 
Corner branch to the Devotion School basement made it necessary 
to drop temporarily children’s services and to reduce the adult 
book collection to approximately 10,000 volumes; changing the 
date of publishing the school library report required that statistics 
for a full school year instead of six months be used; the establish-. 
ment of one three-week loan period instead of three as previously 
reduced the number of times 7 and 14 day books could be borrowed 
and increased the number for 4 week books. It is not possible to 
offset these losses and gains accurately but it is highly probable 
that the total gain would have been substantially more. 


Technical Processes 

The impact of the change to photographic charging was also felt 
in the order section. Effective March 1, 1955 order information. 
previously inscribed on the verso of the title page of each book 
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was omitted. Also on April 28th when the charging system was 
put into effect, there was no longer a need to identify each book 
as 7-days, 14-days, 4-weeks, etc. To do this it was necessary for 
the Order Department to keep a file of time slips which had to be 
pulled and refiled many times. The time saved on these two 
routines permitted the transfer of a library aide from the order 
department to the catalog department—assigning only half time 
for typing and book routines for order work. This has enabled the 
catalog department to wipe out a large backlog of work that had 
accumulated at the beginning of 1955. Eighteen thousand eight 
hundred and six (18,806) books, 1,534 pamphlets, 468 government 
documents and 359 phonograph records were ordered in 1955. Of 
the 18,806 books ordered on approval, 782 were returned. This 
simple statement does not reflect the time involved in the initial 
selection from all published materials. 

The reference department report stated that the book room 
shelves had been thinned out enough to allow for a year’s expan- 
sion. To do this it was necessary for the catalog department to 
‘transfer and correct all records for 3,125 titles; that includes the 
stamping of the shelflist cards and the books and correcting all the 
catalog records. In addition to these transfers from book room to 
stack, all records were changed for 17,652 books that were with- 
drawn; 9,342 of these were adult and 8,310 were juvenile. Thirteen 
‘thousand seven hundred and eighty-three (13,783) volumes were 
cataloged. At the end of 1955 our total book collection is 242,889 
volumes; 324 magazines and 17 newspapers; 167,954 volumes of 
this total are adult books; 74,935, juvenile. Seventeen (17) garden 
books were added to the Colt Memorial Library. One hundred 
sixty-seven (167) photographs and prints were added making a 
total of 17,276 in the collection. The library now has 574 rolls of 
newspaper microfilm and 2,209 phonograph records. One thousand 
nine hundred seventy-four (1,974) books were rebound at a 
cost of $3,383 and 13,500 books were mended. 

About sixty per cent of the original Coolidge Corner collection 
of titles has been revised; about 2000 soiled cards have been re- 
typed and filed and all missing cards typed and replaced. If the 
revision of this catalog continues at this rate the whole collection 
will be completely revised and ready for the opening of the new 
building. About half time of two members of the Coolidge Corner 
staff is being devoted to this project and as much of the adult 
cataloging staff as can be spared. 


‘Children’s Service 

The children’s room at the Main Library felt the impact of both 
the temporary closing of the children’s service at the Coolidge 
Corner branch and the photographic charging. There was a gain 
in circulation of 2,212 volumes. Many Coolidge Corner children 
came to the Main Library children’s room, which has increased 
the reference work as well as all routines. 
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The total number of children’s books borrowed in 1955 was 210,- 
386; 46,245 were lent from the Main Library, 13,299 from the 
Coolidge Corner branch, 7,579 from the Chestnut Hill branch. 
Twenty-two (22) playgrounds were served during the months of 
July and August. There was a drop of 416 in attendance due to 
the extremely hot weather and also the polio epidemic. However, 
741 books were borrowed from the playgrounds’ collections. All 
classes in the parochial schools were visited during the year. 
Classes from the Pierce School continued to come to the Main 
Library children’s room on regular schedule as did the children 
in the Baldwin School to the Chestnut Hill branch. Story hours 
were held weekly in the children’s room of the Main Library from 
late October to May with a total attendance of 299. During July 
and August 108 story hours were held on the playgrounds with 
an attendance of 1,880. 

A report of School Library Service was issued in September for 
the school year, Sept. ’54 to June ’55. It is planned to continue 
this procedure so the report can be distributed to teachers includ- 
ing the new ones at the beginning of the fall term. Therefore, any 
reference in this report to school service will be for the previous 
school year. 

The moving of the Coolidge Corner branch, the revision of many 
library routines and the installation of the new charging system 
together with an unusual turnover on the staff—mostly due to 
marriage, pregnancy, and illness—have made it a year of unusual 
adjustment for the staff as a whole. In addition, there has been 
an increasing number of short sick-leave absences that have in- 
creased the workload of others. 

The willingness of those who carried extra work and the 
cooperation of all who shared the problems and responsibility of 
the year are greatly appreciated as is the support of the Trustees.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual re- 
port for the year 1955. 

There has been no appreciable change in the case load for wel- 
fare recipients with the possible exception of the category for “Old 
Age Assistance” which has decreased slightly due to the eligibility 
of many persons in this age bracket for Federal Social Security 
benefits. In instances, however, where the amount derived from 
Federal payments were not sufficient to meet normal budget stand- 
ards set up by the State Department of Public Welfare, supplemen- 
tary payments were made. There is very little discretion available 
to local officials in connection with payments to welfare recipients 
in view of the budgetary tables which have been set up by the 
State Bureau and which are binding upon all communities in ad- 
dition to which the Legislature makes certain grants as for ex- 
ample, allowances for “leisure time activities” and the so-called 
“transportation allowance.” 

Attention is called to the accompanying report of the Depart- 
ment in which the various activities are set forth in greater detail.

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REPORT OF WELFARE AGENT 


January 1, 1956.

Gentlemen : —I submit herewith the report of the Department 
of Public Welfare for the year ending December 31, 1955. 

There has been a moderate but steady decrease in Old Age As- 
sistance case load during the year. This has been attributable in 
a large degree to the increase in the number of persons becoming 
eligible for Federal Social Security Benefits (Old Age and Survi- 
vors Insurance) and the increase in the amounts of individual bene- 
fits, as a result of amendments to the Federal Law. 


This appears to be significant and indicative of a future decline 
in case load for the first time since Old Age Assistance became a 
separate category of Public Assistance in 1981. 


It cannot be anticipated, however, that a reduction in number of 
cases will reflect a comparable decrease in expenditures in view of 
such factors as the continuing increase in cost of medical care and 
mandatory increases in grants by enactment of legislation.. 


Approximately 77 cents of our public welfare dollar is expended 
in the category of Old Age Assistance. 


Cost of medical care amounts to approximately 40 percent of 
our total Old Age Assistance expenditures. 


There has been no substantial or significant change in case load 
or expenditures in the categories of Disability Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children or General Relief. 


Our program of enforcement of support by those who would be 
“non-supporters” of their legal dependents who are applicants for 


or recipients of public assistance continues to be extremely 
effective. 


The amount of $10,545.85 was received during the year toward 
the support of public assistance families as a result of legal action 
taken against those legally responsible for the support of their 


dependents. Public Welfare expenditures were reduced by this 
amount.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 6, 1956. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Department for 
the year ended December 31, 1955. 


During the year there were 1226 alarms, 175 more than in 1954. 
Of the 1226 alarms 388 were bell alarms, compared with 331 in the 
preceding year, and 838 were still alarms. There was one three- 
alarm fire and three two-alarm fires. Among the alarms answered 
120 were from Boston Boxes and 11 from Newton Boxes. 


The Department responded to 190 emergency calls, 72 more than 
in 1954. 


The fire loss, measured in terms of insurance paid, was $200,907 
or $62,590 less than in 1954. 


It is not without significance that although there were 175 more 
alarms in 1955 than in 1954, the fire loss, as herein appears, was 
substantially less. While the extent of fire loss in any given peri- 
od is at best a matter of chance, the Fire Commissioner is of the 
opinion that our Fire Prevention Program is an important factor 
in keeping down our losses. During Fire Prevention Week, for ex- 
ample, under the direction of Lieutenant E. J. Carroll and Fire 
Inspector T. Roche all the Public and Private Schools in the Town 
were visited and instructions given in Fire Prevention. In addi- 
tion, our Fire Prevention program was presented before sixteen 
different gatherings of club members and hospital personnel. 
There were numerous Fire Prevention window displays, several 
thousand “Fire Safe Home” folders were distributed throughout 
the Town and large paper posters ‘‘Don’t Give Fire a Place to 
Start” were conspicuously posted. 


On August 18, 1955, the day of heavy rain and extensive flood- 
ing, 15 alarms and 29 emergency calls were answered. 


The purchase of a new 100-foot aerial ladder truck was author- 
ized by the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1955 and delivered 
within the year. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the year 
was 202.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSION 


January 11, 1956. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

The Annual Report of the Building Commission is herewith sub- 
mitted for the year ending December 31, 1955. 

Regular monthly meetings were held throughout the year and 
in addition several joint meetings were attended in conjunction 
with the Library Trustees, Recreation Commission and the School 
Committee. 

The major proportion of the year’s activities concerned itself 
with present and future construction. After several conferences 
with the Library Trustees and the architects, final approval was 
given to plans and specifications for the Coolidge Corner Branch 
of the Public Library. The contract was awarded in July to the 
Macdonald Construction Campany, Inc. and work started August 
Ist. It is contemplated that the job will be completed in the late 
spring of 1956. 

Much thought and time has been spent on the Municipal Swim- 
ming Pool problem which has been explored in a number of meet- 
ings with the Recreation Commission. It was ultimately voted to 
recommend the construction of a new building on the present site. 
Tentative plans have been prepared and an Article asking Town 
approval will be included in the Warrant for the next Annual 
Town Meeting. 

At the request of the School Committee, the Building Commis- 
sion considered two proposed Articles calling for the construction 
of a new Heath School and alterations to the present Runkle 
School. The Commission held a number of meetings on the sub- 
ject and inspected the buildings concerned. The Commission ulti- 
mately voted to recommend the construction of one three room to 
a grade school to replace the present Heath and Runkle Schools as 
an alternate to the School Committee’s proposals. 

The Michael Driscoll and Edward Devotion Schools having been 
accepted, were transferred to the School Department. The Stephen 
Glover Train Health Center was also accepted and turned over to 
the Brookline Health Department. 

No changes in the personnel of the Commission occurred and 
the undersigned served as a unit throughout the entire year.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


January 9, 1956. 


To the Board ofe Selectmen: 
Brookline, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: —J herewith submit the Annual Report of the Build- 
ing Department for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


There was only one new municipal building under construction 
this year, that being the Coolidge Corner Branch of the Public 
Library. This structure was started in August and is expected to 
be completed in the late spring of 1956. 


Two major alterations were made, one renovating the remainder 
of the old Highway Garage and the other, installing a complete 
new roof on the Town Hall. 


The rain storms and floods of August did some damage to the 
heating and electrical equipment in basements of various town 
buildings. The major damage caused by the storms occurred in the 
basement of the Municipal Gymnasium where exterior and interior 
doors, lockers, boxing and wrestling rinks were badly damaged or 
ruined. All these repairs have been temporarily approved by In- 
spectors of the Department of Public Safety, acting for the Flood 
Damage Control Commission. When final cost of damage has been 
determined, the accounts will be forwarded through channels to 
the proper authorities for reimbursement. 


The final draft of the proposed new Building Code has been com- 
pleted and it is expected to be presented at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing for adoption. Many years have elapsed since this project was 
started and it is hoped that the new Code, when presented, will be 
approved. I am deeply indebted to the members of the Building 
Code Committee who gave unstintingly of their time and energy 
in order to complete this project. My appreciation is also given to 
Mr. Edward H. Roemer who amended and compiled this final draft. 


Permits for new construction and for alterations and repairs 
were issued at an estimated cost of $6,730,443. This amount is 
more than double the total for the previous year. This increase 
may be partly accounted for by the fact that one seventy-two fam- 
ily apartment house and six single residences totaled an estimated 
cost of $2,064,367. The total number of new living units provided 
during this year was one hundred thirty-nine. 


To provide necessary parking space at Coolidge Corner four 
single family houses, one twelve apartment building and one large 
lodging house were demolished and three single family structures 
‘and one lodging house were razed to make space available for the 
playground at the Driscoll School. 
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Four hundred ninety-six permits for plumbing were issued, in- 
cluding fifty-six permits for new installations at a total estimate of 
$459,918 for approximately a total of two thousand five hundred 
fixtures installed. The total number of gasfitting permits issued 
was five hundred forty-three at an estimated cost of $107,486. 


Each plumbing and gasfitting installation was inspected and 
approved and all installations subject to Chapter 518 Acts of 1941 
were made to conform to requirements. 


The electrical division issued one thousand two hundred thirteen 
permits which entailed two thousand nine hundred eighty- 
five inspections before approval. Careful inspection was given to 
increased amperage capacity installations in many homes and 
commercial properties in which there was a change in occupancy 
and use. Investigations were also made, in conjunction with the 
Fire Department, as to causes of fire and damage done to the 
electrical systems. All wires over and under the public ways were 
installed and maintained in a satisfactory manner. 


Control and inspection of Convalescent Homes and Nursing 
Homes has been maintained by all divisions of this department, 
limited only by insufficient personnel to properly function. 


Infractions of the law were dealt with according to their sever- 
ity. Two cases were presented in court for building and zoning 
transgressions and in both cases the defendants were found guilty. 


Again it is my privilege to commend the members of this de- 
partment for their unselfish and untiring efforts in carrying out 
their duties and the rigid enforcement of the Building and Zoning 
By-Laws.

Gentlemen: — We respectfully report that during the past year 
sixty-six (66) appeals were taken from decisions of the Building 
Commissioner and heard by the Board of Appeal. They were dis- 
posed of as follows: 


1. Of the thirty-four (34) appeals for variances from the Build- 
ing Law, twenty-four (24) were allowed, eight (8) denied, one (1) 
withdrawn, and one (1) dismissed. 

2. Of the twenty-three (23) appeals for variances from the Zon- 
ing By-Law, sixteen (16) were allowed, six (6) were denied, and 
one was withdrawn. 

3. Of the nine (9) appeals for variances from both the Building 
Law and the Zoning By-Law, four (4) were allowed and three (3) 
denied. In the two remaining cases, variances were granted as 
to all issues under the Building Law, but were denied in part as to 
issues raised under the Zoning By-Law.

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REPORT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


January 9, 1956.

Gentlemen: —-I submit herewith the report of the Department 
of Veterans’ Services for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


Expenditures for financial assistance to needy veterans and 
their dependents continued to increase as has been the trend for 
the past ten years. The prediction for the coming year indicates 
that assistance costs will continue upward. Hospital rates have 
been increased during the past year in accordance with the State 
directive. 


Service to veterans and their dependents has been of major im- 
portance. The Federal Government provides many benefits, which 
we are called upon for counsel relative to their qualifications for 
such benefits, as well as, the many problems that confront the re- 
turning servicemen and members of their families. 


Hospital visits have been made weekly to all the Veterans’ Fa- 
cilities and patients report they receive excellent care. Routine 
investigations were made periodically to those receiving benefits 
under Chapter 115 of the General Laws, as amended. 


The Director of Veterans’ Services is an officer in the Massachu- 
setts Veterans’ Service Agents Association and his attendance at 
meetings throughout the State in the interest of the veteran is 
essential. He is also a member of a National Rehabilitation Com- 
mittee. Conferences of this organization are held in Indianapolis 
and our National Capital. Much has been accomplished for the 
veteran yearly, due to the worthwhile recommendations by this 
Committee to Congress for the enactment of favorable Legisla- 
tion, which indirectly but ultimately is responsible for tremendous 
Savings to our cities and towns. Appearances have been made be- 
fore discharge Review Boards in Washington on behalf of Brook- 
line boys. 


Memorial Day Exercises were held as usual this year. The 
Brookline Post No. 11, American Legion having the right of line 
with the other Veterans’ Organizations participating. It was a 
good turnout with excellent cooperation from the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps. 


At a recent meeting of the Brookline Allied Veterans’ Council, 
it was voted unanimously, that the permanent War Memorial be 
placed on the grounds in front of the Town Hall, which was ap- 
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proved by the Board of Selectmen. At this writing the architect, 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen, is preparing drawings which 
will be presented to the Council and the Board of Selectmen for 
their approval. It is hoped that the erection of this permanent 
Memorial will soon take place. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation shown by 
the various departments of the Town during the past year.

Because of the diversity in the field of the activities of the Engi- 
neering Department, only the most important can be mentioned in 
this report. Included among the functions of the department are 
the making of surveys, studies, maps, estimates, and the prepara- 
tion of specifications, plans and contract documents for construc- 
tion projects and the supervision and inspection of these projects. 
The various types of engineering services are rendered to all the 
town departments. This is essential to the efficient and effectual 
operation of municipal functions. 

The Town Engineer, in addition to that position, is also Super- 
intendent of Streets and Sewers, Wires and Lights and Garbage 
Collection. He serves as Chairman of the Committee to Revise 
the Building Code, Secretary and Engineer of the Planning Board, 
Chairman of the Health and Safety Committee, and is a member 
of the Brookline Traffic Committee. He is also Associate Director 
of the Brookline Civil Defense Committee. 


The Town Engineer is Chairman of the Massachusetts Commit- 
tee of the American Public Works Association. His town responsi- 
bilities and membership in the many committees demand his at- 
tendance at a large number of conferences and meetings during 
the year. He was present at meetings of the Massachusetts High- 
way Association in February, May and November, and the Annual 
Mass. Safety Conference on March 21-22, 1955. 


On April 14 he attended the Mass. Society of Professional Plan- 
ning Engineers, and on April 21 the meeting of the Engineering 
Societies of New England. From September 29 to October 8 he 
was present at the American Public Works Congress in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. During this period he also inspected incineration 
plants and studied sanitation procedures in Milwaukee, Washington 
and New York. | 
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The Annual Conference of the Mass. Federation of Planning 
Boards was held at Salem on November 4 and 5, and was attended 
by the Town Engineer. 


Contracts 


1. The “Work in Various Streets” contract, held by Charles Callahan Co., 
Inc., dated July 26, 1954, was completed in June of this year. Final 
payment was made to the Contractor on September 2. 


2. On June 27, proposals were received and opened by the Board of Se- 
lectmen for “Work in Various Streets.” The contract was awarded on 
July 11 to the Charles Callahan Co., Inc., the low bidder. In connec- 
tion with this contract about 220 linear feet of Newton Street, ad- 
jacent to the Boston-Brookline Line was reconstructed and widened to 
a width of 60 feet. The necessary surface water drainage facilities 
were installed. Pond Street, the extension of Newton Street, within 
the limits of the City of Boston, was reconstructed and widend at the 
same time by the City to conform with the work on Newton Street. 


3. On Augunt 16, proposals for “Chapter 90 Highway Construction in 
Lee Street” were received by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works at 100 Nashua St., Boston. The contract was awarded to the 
Rufo Construction Co. on the same date. The work was completed 
December 1. 

The Engineering Department prepares preliminary studies and 
makes surveys, estimates and plans for all Chapter 90 projects, and 
closely supervises actual work in order that the Town’s interests will 
be protected. 


4. On September 26 proposals were received and opened by the Board of 
Selectmen for the “Construction of an Off-Street Parking Area’ on 
land previously taken by the Town, adjacent to Centre Street. The 
contract was awarded on October 3 to B. F. Quimby and Son, the low 
bidder. The Engineering Department prepared the estimates, plans 
and contract documents and laid out and supervised the work. Con- 
sulting on this project was the “Planning and Research Associates” of 
Boston. Due to the lateness of the Season and the extremely unfavor- 
able weather this fall, the work will not be completed this year. 


5. Early in the summer the City of Newton, in connection with a real 
estate development within that city, and adjacent to the Town Line, 
petitioned the Board of Selectmen to allow sanitary sewer and surface 
water drain outlets through Lyon Road in Brookline. This necessitated 
an extention of approximately 360 lineal feet of the Brookline sewer 
in Lyon Road, from the end of the existing structure to the Town 
Line. The Selectmen agreed to the project. On June 29 the City of 
Newton received and opened proposals for the work. The contract was 
subsequently awarded to the Crognale Construction Company, the 
low bidder, for the section of work in Brookline. The contract was 
completed August 23. Payment to the contractor was made by Newton 
and the City was later reimbursed by the Town. The Engineering 
Department prepared the contract plans and specifications for the 
work in Lyon Road and supervised the construction. 

6. Estimates, contract plans and documents were prepared for the School 
Department for the enlargement of the play area at the Michael 
Driscoll School, on land previously taken by the Town, adjacent to 
Washington Street. The proposals were received and opened by the 
School Committee and the contract awarded to Dennis Driscoll and 
Co., Inc. The Engineering Department laid out the work and actual 
supervision is being done by the School Department. 

7. Martha’s Lane, a private way off Newton Street, extending about 663 
feet in a northerly direction, and located just east of Arlington Road, 
was constructed by private parties. The Engineering Department, in 
order to safeguard the interests of the Town and insure the carrying” 
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out of the provisions set forth by the Planning Board, furnished en- 
gineering services and inspection during the construction of this proj- 
ect. The cost of construction was borne by the owners of the property. 


Two contracts, one for ‘Work in Various Playgrounds”, and the other 
for “The Erection of Chain Link Fence in Various Locations”, were 
prepared for the Park Department. The preliminary estimates, plans, 
specifications and contract documents were made by this Department. 
The proposals were received and opened by the Park Commissioners 
on June 14, and the contract awarded to Dennis Driscoll and Co., Inc. 
Engineering Services and supervision are being supplied by this De- 
partment. Due to inclement weather the work on the various play- 
grounds will not be completed until next spring. 


A contract and plan were prepared for the Walnut Hills Cemetery 
Trustees, for erection of a chain link fence .The Trustees awarded 
the contract on June 29 to the Colorado Fuel & Iron Corp. This de- 
partment furnished the engineering services and supervision for the 
project. 


During the period of August 18-20 the official report of the Weather 
Bureau showed a rainfall amounting to 11.96 inches. This extremely 
heavy precipitation caused severe flooding conditions in several sec- 
tions of the Town. During this storm a section of the south branch of 
Village Brook Channel, where it crosses Boylston Street (Route 9), 
just west of Cypress Street, collapsed, causing a cave-in of the road- 
way. It was necessary to make immediate emergency repairs. The 
project was undertaken by the Charles Callahan Co., Inc., as Con- 
tractor. The cost of replacing the collapsed section, which was about 
35 feet in length, and replacing the road surface, amounted to ap- 
proximately $12,000. The Town wil! be reimbursed for the cost of the 
work through an allocation of funds made by the State Flood Relief 
Board. 


A survey and thorough inspection of the south branch channel, be- 
tween the main channel of Village Brook, adjacent to the B & A Rail- 
road at the Brookline Hills Station and Milton Road, showed that the 
structure had been severely damaged and the walls undermined and 
washed away at several points. Inasmuch as the structure passes 
under buildings at several points and crosses Brington Road and 
Boylston Street, any further collapse would result in serious flooding 
conditions, interruption of traffic and heavy liability on the part of 
the Town. After careful consideration, it has been decided that the 
most feasible and economical plan is to replace the old structure with 
a new one in a new location. 


Plans have been prepared with the necessary documents for the 
taking of an easement which would allow the construction of a 72 
and 66 inch diameter, reinforced concrete pipe structure in a new 
location. 


Application was made to the Flood Relief Board for the allocation 
of funds to finance the proposed project. The present structure was 
inspected by engineers of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works. They concurred with the opinion that the existing channel 
should be replaced in a new location and that the work should be 
done as soon as possible. A hearing was held before the Flood Relief 
Board, at which the Town Engineer and Mr. Arthur A. O’Shea, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary to the Selectmen, were present. The Board recog- 
nized the seriousness of the situation and, on the same day as the 
hearing, notified the Town that they had made the allocation of the 
necessary funds to finance the project. The Board also recommended 
that the work be undertaken immediately. A Special Town Meeting 
has been called for January 17, to obtain authorization for the taking 
of the easement, and to provide funds for the construction. If favor- 
able action is voted, the work will be started in the near future. 
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Approximately fifty per cent of the surface water drainage of 
the Town drains into Muddy River and its tributaries and in turn 
flows into the Charles River. Since the disposal of our surface 
water depends largely upon the control of the water level in the 
Charles River, we are very much interested in the present means 
of control and what studies are being made to correct conditions 
that cause the backing of water and flooding conditions in Brook- 
line, Cambridge, Watertown and Boston. The Town Engineer, with 
representatives of the cities above mentioned, attended a hearing 
before the Waterways Division of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works. Flood control measures were discussed and the 
matter of dredging Muddy River was brought to the attention of 
the Waterways Division. It is hoped that Muddy River will be 
cleared and the channel dredged in the near future and that steps 
will be taken to adequately control the water level in the Charles 
River. 


Following a policy that was inaugurated in 1951, agreements 
were executed with several licensed drainlayers under which small 
projects were carried out at competitive prices. No single project 
can exceed $1000 in cost. In general, the work consists of recon- 
struction or construction of single catch-basins and connections, 
small bleeder drains and repair of minor collapses or stoppages in 
the sewerage and surface water drainage systems. During 1955 
there were thirty-two (82) projects of this nature, costing approx- 
imately $15,300. These agreements make it possible to avoid the 
delays involved in the preparation, advertising and canvassing of 
proposals for formal contracts and the work is performed in an 
expeditious and economical manner. 


Surface water drain and sewer extensions, house connections, 
manholes, catch basins, sewer assessments and charges have been 
scheduled and are on file in this office. 


Estimates, designs and plans are being prepared for a sanitary 
sewer in part of Goddard Avenue, and surface water drains in 
Marshal and Harrison Streets. 


Consideration is now being given to surveys, estimates and de- 
signs for proposed projects for 1956. Among these is a Chapter 
90 project for the reconstruction, widening and channelization of 
Clyde Street, between Lee and Newton Streets. This will be the 
third of four links in the heavily-traveled cross-town highway. 
The first two sections were the reconstruction, widening and chan- 
nelization of Lee Street for its entire length, between Boylston 
Street and Clyde Street. The first section between Boylston 
Street and Warren Street, was reconstructed under the provisions 
of Chapter 90 in 1951-1952. The second link, from Warren Street 
to Clyde Street, was completed as a Chapter 90 project during the 
past year. It is hoped that the fourth and final section, which 
is Newton Street, between Clyde Street and Grove Street, may be 
undertaken as a Chapter 90 project in 1957. 
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Estimates, designs and plans have been made for the reconstruc- 
tion of the south branch of Village Brook, as previously mentioned 
herein; an off-street parking area on Centre Street; enlargement 
of the play area at the Michael Driscoll School and a sanitary sewer 
in Lyon Road. 


SERVICES TO OTHER TOWN DEPARTMENTS 


Highway Department 

Sixty-two (62) lines and grades have been established for set- 
ting curbstone and the construction of sidewalks. 

Two Hundred Eighty-one (281) measurements of sidewalk con- 
struction and corresponding computations made of the areas. 

Specifications and contracts have been prepared for the pur- 
chase of materials and equipment. 

The department prepared the contract documents and furnished 
supervision and engineering services for carrying out the work 
involved in the “Work in Various Streets” contract. This work is, 
in large part, routine Highway Department maintenance and con- 
sists of resurfacing and patching streets and sidewalks, construc- 
tion of catch-basins, minor extensions and repairs in the sewerage 
and surface water drainage systems and setting curbstones. 


Assessors Department 

Eleven (11) buildings were measured and their cubical contents 
computed for use as evidence in tax appeal cases. 

Thirty-four (84) photographs were taken, developed and printed 
to supplement this data. 

Seventy-seven (77) new buildings and 102 alterations have been 
measured and placed upon the Assessors’ Plans. 

Thirty (30) subdivisions of property and 730 real estate trans- 
fers were received from the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, 
noted upon the Assessors’ Plans and filed. 

Forty-eight (48) bound and 12 unbound copies of the “Annual 
Brookline Assessors’ Atlas” were purchased and paid for by the 
Engineering Department. They were distributed to the various 
town departments. 

A large part of the time of one assistant in the Engineering 
Department is spent on the annual revision of the Assessors’ plans 
and Atlas. 


Building Department 
Seventy-seven (77) buildings were checked as to their location 
in relation to street and lot lines, to determine whether the zoning 
regulations had been complied with. 


Traffic Committee 
The Town Engineer and Second Assistant Town Engineer, 
Arthur E. Spooner, are members of the Brookline Traffic Commit- 
tee. This department makes investigations and prepares estimates 
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when petitions are presented to the Committee, requesting the in- 
stallation of traffic signals. If the petitions are approved and the 
signal installations ordered by the Selectmen, this department 
prepares the contract plans and documents and provides the engi- 
neering services for laying out the actual work. 


During the year two blinker signals were installed on Lee Street. 
One is located near the intersection of Warren Street and the 
other at the intersection of Clyde Street. These warning signals 
were installed in conjunction with the Chapter 90 reconstruction of 
Lee Street. 


A more detailed description of this work can be found in the re- 
port of the Highway Department. 


Planning Board 


The Town Engineer is the Secretary and Engineer of the Plan- 
ning Board. 


This department furnishes all engineering services, prepares 
plans and sketches, makes estimates and studies necessitated by 
the work of the Planning Board. 


When petitions are presented for the approval of a subdivision 
and the plans have been prepared by private engineers, the plans 
and computations are checked by this department. 


Town Counsel 


Ten (10) photographs were taken, developed and printed for use 
as evidence where claims have been instituted against the Town. 

Some time has been spent by the Assistant Town Engineer and 
personnel of the department in assembling material for legal 
papers such as laying out documents, orders of taking, agreements 
and similar matters. 


Town Treasurer 


Seven hundred six (706) reports were made in response to in- 
quiries regarding sewer assessments and municipal liens. 


Miscellaneous 


An information desk is provided in the department to supply to 
the public, in a prompt and courteous manner, data on such matters 
as concern this office. Many additional telephone inquiries are 
answered each day. 


Inquiries and applications during the year were approximately 
as follows:

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Ninety-six (96) permits were issued to licensed drainlayers for 
the construction of sewer and surface water drain house connec- 
tions. Of this number fifteen (15) were for repairs due to stop- 
pages caused from root infiltration or other reasons. The time of 
one assistant is devoted to the inspections of these connections, 
investigation of complaints concerning drainage problems and 
supervision of minor repairs in the sewerage and surface water 
drainage systems. 

An inventory of all property owned by the Town and in the 
possession of the Engineering Department is on file in this office, 
as required by the Town By-law. 


The Ozalid reproducing machine installed in 1953 has given 
excellent satisfaction. This machine, together with the Multilith 
printing machine and the photostatic equipment, are a great ad- 
vantage as time saving elements. Consequently their use results 
in effecting considerable economy in all town departments. Plans, 
maps and valuable documents, together with departmental sta- 
tionery and various forms, are reproduced and printed for all of 
the town services. The Multilith printing machine was transferred 
from the Selectmen’s office in 1944 to the Engineering Department. 
As it now requires considerable maintenance it is being replaced 
with a new and more modern piece of equipment. The Ozalid and 
photostatic equipment have required only the normal amount of 
repairs and service during the year. 


Nine thousand, eight hundred eighty-six (9886) copies of stu- 
dents’ records and letters have been photostated for the School 
Department. 


Eight hundred sixteen (816) copies of veterans’ discharges and 
1905 copies of other important veterans’ papers have been made. 


Three thousand, two hundred seventy-nine (3279) copies of 
miscellaneous records and documents have been made for various 
town departments. 


Three hundred fifteen thousand, eight hundred fifty (315,850) 
Sheets of printed matter were made on the Multilith printing 
machine. This work consisted of departmental stationery, bill- 
heads, record blanks, notices, budget sheets, etc. 


A daily record is kept of local meteorological conditions through 
the medium of recording equipment in the possession of the de- 
partment. A chart showing these records is on file in this office. 


The Engineering Department prepares booklets illustrating the 
various articles which appear in the warrants for all annual and 
special town meetings. These are distributed to the town meeting 
members. These booklets have now been in use for several years 
and replace the old, awkward display plans which were not always 
clearly visible to many of the representatives in the local legisla- 
tive assemblies. 
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The department has three Ford station wagons which were pur- 
chased in 1946. These cars should be turned in and replaced with 
new station wagons during the coming year. These automobiles 
are very necessary for the transportation of the field parties and 
their equipment to and from the various project locations. 

A Marchant calculating machine, purchased in December, 1940, 
which is now an obsolete model and subject to high maintenance 
service, should be replaced with a new and modern machine. The 
obsolete machine will be turned in as a part of the purchase price. 

Two hundred fifty-five (255) photographs have been taken, de- 
veloped and printed. It is a long established policy in this depart- 
ment to photograph all project sites previous to the start of con- 
struction, during the progress of the work and after its comple- 
tion. In the past these pictures have been important as evidence 
where claims against the Town have been instituted. A large 
number of pictures have been taken for other departments. 

Early in 1950 the Board of Selectmen authorized the making of 
a prelimiaary survey of the lighting of our highways. This was 
done in the interest of safety, economy and increased efficiency. 
The results of the survey clearly indicated that a program should 
be immediately instituted to replace obsolescent street lighting, 
both gas and electric, throughout the Town. Before the end of 
1950, a master plan had been prepared and the transition from 
obsolescent to modern street lighting was under way. The discon- 
tinuance of all gas lights in the Town was completed on November 
29 of this year, and before December 31 the work of completely 
modernizing the street lighting of the Town will be completed. 
The full time of two engineering department assistants is devoted 
to this work. 

Tables and charts relating to streets, sewers and drains, and 
data relative to 1955 contracts, are on file in this office. 

I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for the co- 
operation shown by my assistants, by the various boards and 
commissions, the officials, and all departments of the Town.

The Superintendent of Streets is also Town Engineer, Superin- 
tendent of Wires and Lights and Superintendent of Refuse Dis- 
posal. He is a member of several important committees appointed 
to assist in carrying out efficiently the many functions of Town 
government. 


A most economical and effective purpose is the result of combin- 
ing the respective functions of the Engineering and Highway De- 
partments. This is due to close relationship between new street 
construction and the engineering phases of highway maintenance. 
An increased efficiency and lower unit costs have been the result, 
during the past several years, of the correlation of the services of 
these two departments.

I regret to report the death of six pensioners. Two employees 
were pensioned during the year and were added to the depart- 
ment’s pension list making a total of thirty-three pensioners, plus 
two annuities. 


It is with sincere regret that I report the death on August 1 of 
Patrick A. Colleran, Second Assistant Superintendent of Streets. 
Mr. Colleran had given faithful and constructive service to the 
Department for the past twenty-four and one-half years. His 
passing was a severe loss to the Department and the Town has lost 
an able and conscientious servant. 
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Street Cleaning 


Street cleaning, except when snow and ice conditions prevail 
during the winter months, is carried on throughout the entire 
year. The streets in residential districts are cleaned once a week 
and the business districts once a day. The work of the three mech- 
anical sweepers is greatly aided by the use of two flushers pur- 
chased in 1952. The increased work caused by falling leaves dur- 
ing the autumn is materially lessened by two mechanical leaf 
removing units which were purchased in 1950. 

It will be necessary to replace a mobil mechanical sweeper dur- 
ing the year. It was purchased in 1951 and is now in very poor 
condition mechanically. This piece of equipment is now out of 
service, and it would necessitate a considerable outlay to place it 
in condition for use. The machine was‘ bought under competitive 
bidding and has not lived up to its recommendations from several 
communities that had them in use. 


Material removed from the highways in 1955 amounted to about 
6,457 tons, including approximately 1,500 tons of leaves and 
hurricane debris. 

The hand sweeping of sidewalks has been practically eliminated 
by the use of three mechanical sidewalk sweepers with a resulting 
substantial saving in labor costs. 

In accordance with a policy established several years ago, the 
sand left upon the streets as the result of sanding operations 
during the winter months is removed and stored, or placed directly 
as filling. The “whip-off” of peastone from surface-treated streets 
is removed and used in the repair of sidewalks. This conservation 
and reuse of materials results in a considerable saving in cost. 


The indiscriminate throwing of waste matter upon the streets 
is a violation of health and safety regulations and is punishable 
by a fine under the law. Much of this practice is caused by care- 
lessness of persons passing over our highways. However, a large 
amount of the debris which accumulates upon the streets is delib- 
erately placed there by negligent persons. With the cooperation 
of the public, in this matter, there would be a considerable saving 
of time and cost of the street cleaning service. 


The practice, by many citizens, of depositing snow and leaves, 
gathered from private property during the fall and winter months, 
upon the public ways must be stopped. This is a practice which 
considerably increases the cost of street cleaning. It often neces- 
sitates the return of equipment to areas which have very recently 
been cleaned. Offenders will be prosecuted under existing laws and 
regulations which govern the situation. 


The torrential rains which occurred in this area August 18-19, 
amounting to 11.96 inches, caused much washing of debris and 
refuse upon the highway. This greatly increased the street clean- 
ing work during this period. 
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However, Chapter 698 of the Acts of 1955 provides for reim-- 
bursement for highway work to alleviate the financial burdens 
made necessary by the floods caused by the August rains. The 
Highway Department has submitted a request to the Flood Relief 
Board for reimbursement in the amount of $4,920.59 for labor 
made necessary by the above-mentioned flooding conditions. 

Further mention of the damage caused by the heavy rains will 
be found in this report under the heading ‘‘Care of Sewers and 
Drains.”

After proposals had been duly advertised and canvassed, a con- 
tract was awarded, on October 3, to the Charles Capone Co., Inc., 
the low bidder, for furnishing on a rental basis all equipment, 
such as trucks, bulldozers, front-end loaders, etc., necessary to 
supplement town-owned equipment for plowing and removal of 
snow and ice from the town’s highways and for sanding icy road 
conditions. Similar contracts have been awarded for the past 
several years. The agreement remains in effect during the winter 
of 1955-1956. 


For the past three years the Town has had the additional bur- 
den of assuming the plowing formerly done by the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority on the routes over which its equipment is oper- 
ated. 


A weather forecasting service is employed by the department. 
Through this medium advance reports are received concerning 
expected amounts of precipitation, high wind velocities and high- 
way icing conditions. It is, therefore, possible to minimize high- 
way hazards, due to weather conditions, by early preparations. 
which will insure prompt action as the necessity arises. 


Mechanical spreaders have eliminated hand spreading of sand 
on roadways and for the most part on sidewalks. The speed of 
the sanding operations has thus been largely increased and much 
greater efficiency and economy accomplished. The hazards of 
slippery pavements are reduced to a minimum. 


Limited amounts of snow are disposed of through four thirty-- 
six inch manhole openings which were installed along the line of 
the Metropolitan Sewer through an agreement with the Metropol-- 
itan District Commission in 1952. This reduces to some extent. 
the amount necessary to be carted long distances and stored. 
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Roadways 


Proposals were canvassed on June 27 for “Work on Various 
Streets” and on July 11, a contract was awarded to Charles Calla- 
han Co., Inc., the low bidder. This contract includes the major 
portion of highway maintenance work and is similar to the one 
held by the Callahan Co. during the previous year. 


Increased efficiency and economy, through lower unit costs, are 
the results obtained by grouping together many small projects 
under this type of contract. 


Under the Callahan Co. contract the following streets, or sec- 
tions of streets were repaired and resurfaced with bituminous 
materials:

The total length of roadways sealcoated during the year as set 
forth in the foregoing list was approximately 64,965 linear feet, 
or 12.3 miles. 


In addition to the above sealcoating approximately 4,981 square 
yards of bituminous concrete roadway repairs and patches were 
made by Warren Bros. Roads Co., to which company, being the 
low bidder, the usual contract for repairing street openings and 
surface repairs was awarded. 


On August 16, a Chapter 90 contract for “Highway Construc- 
tion in Lee Street’? was awarded to the Rufo Construction Co. 
The project was completed November 1. The work consisted of 
reconstructing, channelizing, and widening Lee Street, between 
Warren and Clyde Streets, to its full width of eighty feet, as laid 
out in 1912. When originally constructed, only one-half of the 
width was built. This project completed the reconstruction of Lee 
Street for its entire length. The first section, between Boylston 
Street and Warren Street was constructed as a Chapter 90 pro- 
ject in 1951-1952. The reconstruction of Lee Street is part of the 
long range plan to complete an adequate cross-town highway to 
accommodate the heavy traffic which passes over this route. It 
is expected that the third phase of this plan, the widening and 
reconstruction of Clyde Street from Lee Street to Newton Street, 
will be completed, under the provisions of Chapter 90, during the 
coming year. The fourth and last section of this important cross- 
town route is Newton Street, between Clyde and Grove Streets. It 
is hoped that the entire plan may be completed by the end of 1957. 


Traffic Control 
The Traffic Committee has held regular meetings throughout the 
year, with Mr. Eugene P. Carver, Jr., as Chairman. Each year the 
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volume of traffic passing over our highways increases. It is nec- 
essary that much study be given to traffic control in order to alle- 
viate a most serious and complex situation. 


Approximately 36.3 miles of white lines (including repainting 
where necessary) have been painted on the road surface, requir- 
ing about 555 gallons of traffic paint for this purpose. The marking 
of center lines and traffic lanes is a most effective safety measure. 
Approximately 7,911 lineal feet of lines marking parking meter 
spaces, 4,986 lineal feet of angle parking lines, 38,315 lineal feet 
of crosswalks, 1,870 lineal feet of stop lines, 19,869 lineal feet of 
lettering, 4,646 lineal feet of bus stop markings, 150 lineal feet of 
arrows, and 26,676 lineal feet of curb were painted. For these 
latter purposes, 790 gallons of traffic paint were used. 


The cost of Highway Department maintenance of parking meter 
areas, including cleaning, painting white lines and snow removal 
was approximately $32,000 during 1955. 


Total number of parking meters now in operation is 801. Be- 
cause of traffic regulation revisions, twenty meters were removed 
and five installed at various locations in the Town. 

On November 25 proposals were canvassed for the annual con- 
tract for the maintenance of all traffic signal equipment owned and 
operated by the Town. The contract was awarded to the Municipal 
Signal & Supply Co., the low bidder, on December 5. 

An order has been placed to change the locks on all signals 
throughout the Town. 

In addition, two traffic warning beacons were installed on Lee 
Street — one at Warren Street, the other at Clyde Street — in 
connection with the reconstruction and widening of that roadway.

As a result of miscellaneous orders and changes in traffic regu- 


lations during the year approximately 224 new signs were erected. 


Garages 


Trucks and other equipment belonging to the Highway Depart- 
ment are serviced at a repair shop and garage located on Kendall 
Street. The garage and shop are owned by the Town and operated 
by town employees. The cost of operation is charged against the 
various services in proportion to the service rendered. 

Because of the expiration of the lease for garage space, formerly 
known as Garage B and located at 637 Washington Street, the 
Selectmen awarded a contract for furnishing garage space to the 
Town to M. Rittenberg at 2 St. Paul Street. This contract is for 
a period of five years beginning February 1, 1955. The depart- 
mental automobiles are garaged at the St. Paul Street location and 
because of its close proximity to the Town Hall, this arrangement 
has proven very satisfactory. 

The Cooper Tire & Rubber Co., was awarded the contract to 
supply all tires and tubes. The contract for furnishing gasoline 
is held by the Socony Mobil Oil Company. 


Permits 
There were 1,159 permits issued during the year. 


Bridges 

All bridges within the Town have been thoroughly inspected and 
such repairs as were necessary were made. 

As mentioned in last year’s report, it was found that the port- 
land cement concrete on the under side of the decks of the high- 
way bridges over the Boston and Albany Railroad at Washington 
Street and Cypress Street had spalled off in large areas, exposing 
the bottom flanges of the steel beams and girders. These beams 
and girders must be protected by a suitable covering. The dam- 
age was undoubtedly caused by the exhaust blast from the steam 
locomotives which were formerly in use. 


On July 11 proposals were canvassed by the Selectmen for the 
repair of the bridges mentioned above. The work consisted of 
removing all loose and disintegrated concrete, cleaning all exposed 
metal surfaces, furnishing, placing, anchoring and securing of 
new reinforcement and covering the affected areas with portland 
cement mortar applied under pressure. The contract was awarded 
on July 25 to A. Belanger & Sons, Ince. 
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There was considerable delay in carrying out the work, due 
principally to arrangements which had to be made with the rail- 
road for flagzmen. There is a small amount of work remaining to 
be done which will be undertaken as soon as possible. It is not 
feasible to apply portland cement concrete during freezing weather. 


Sidewalks 


The following number of petitions for sidewalk construction 
were received: seventy (70) for driveway entrances; sixteen (16) 
for new granolithic walks (approximately 472 sq. yds.) ; eight (8) 
for granite curbing; thirty-four (84) for new asphalt sidewalk 
construction (approximately 1,366 sq. yds.). Approximately 8,660 
sq. yds. of granolithic repairs were made and about 24,624 sq. yds. 
of asphalt sidewalk repairs. 

The annual contracts for the construction and repair of grano- 
lithic sidewalks were awarded to Joseph Amara & Son, and for 
repair and construction of asphalt sidewalks to Warren Bros. 
Roads Company. All of these contracts are on a competitive bid- 
ding basis and the awards are to the low bidder. 

The dangerous and high maintenance gravel and plank sidewalks 
are being eliminated as rapidly as possible. 

The policy of surface treating existing gravel sidewalks with 
bituminous material which was instituted last year has been 
continued. Approximately 28,215 lineal feet of sidewalks were 
surface treated this year. 

During the torrential rainstorms which occurred August 18-19 
considerable washing out of the sidewalks occurred. This neces- 
sitated emergency repairs. The Town will be reimbursed for the 
cost of these repairs through the Massachusetts Flood Relief 
Board. 

The work of removing plank sidewalks in the Town was com- 
pleted this past year. 

During the year approximately 1,983 lineal feet of granite curb 
was reset, and 2,876 lineal feet of new curbing set. In addition, 
220 lineal feet of asphalt curbing was laid on Newton Street and 
3,600 lineal feet on Lee Street. At the median strip on Lee Street 
6,030 lineal feet of slope edging was laid. 

Wooden steps and public paths of wooden construction which 
exist in several locations throughout the Town are a serious 
hazard to pedestrians and have very high maintenance costs. The 
public paths should be rebuilt with permanent concrete construc- 
tion. A program should be instituted to carry out this work within 
the least possible time. 


Refuse Collection 
Following many conferences between the Health and Highway 
Departments, and with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, a 
new program was inaugurated in May relative to the storage and 
collection of garbage and rubbish. The ‘services of a Sanitary 
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Engineer were temporarily added to this department to coordinate 
the collection and disposal of refuse under this program, and in 
addition three Waste Collection Inspectors were employed to ex- 
plain and enforce the new Garbage and Rubbish Regulations. Al- 
though the new program has been in operation only approximately 
six months, many improvements have been noted—among them, 
more sanitary conditions surrounding the storage of refuse, cleaner 
and more attractive appearing streets and sidewalks and more effi- 
cient operation of the collection services and the incinerator. 


Burnable rubbish and garbage are disposed of at the incinera- 
tor, and non-burnable rubbish continues to be disposed of at the 
land fill located off Newton Street in a satisfactory and sanitary 
manner. At the annual Town Meeting the Town acquired approxi- 
mately five and one-half acres more land adjacent to this area. 
This was for the purpose of obtaining access to the site already 
owned by the Town and for the deposit of snow, leaves and other 
similar rubbish.

This department will continue through the coming year to im- 
prove the waste collection and disposal services under this new 
program, thereby improving the general sanitary condition of the 
Town. 


Care of Sewers and Drains 


Approximately 2,516 catch basins were cleaned during the year, 
and 1,931 tons of material removed therefrom. The main sewers 
were inspected and cleaned as required. 


As a result of the torrential rain which ocurred on August 18-19 
there were two serious collapses in the surface water drainage 
system and one in the sewerage system. The most serious one 
occurred in the south branch of Village Brook Channel, where it 
crosses Boylston Street, just west of Cypress Street. The failure 
of this structure caused a collapse of the roadway. Immediate 
emergency repairs were undertaken by the Charles Callahan Co. 
Approximately thirty-five feet of the old structure had to be re- 
placed. The work has been completed at a cost of about $12,000. 
The Town will be reimbursed for the cost of this reconstruction 
through the provisions of the Flood Relief Act, which was passed 
by the State Legislature for the purpose of lessening the excessive 
financial burden which was placed upon municipalities by the ex- 
cessive flooding conditions and rain which occurred during August. 
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A survey and careful inspection of the south branch of Village 
Brook reveals that there is serious danger of collapse at several 
points between the Boston and Albany Railroad near Brington 
Road and Milton Road. Plans have been made to reconstruct this 
entire section in a new location. The work should be started with 
the least possible delay. Further details concerning this matter 
will be found in the report of the Engineering Department. 


Another collapse in the surface water drainage system occurred 
in Cypress Street near Franklin Street. Emergency repairs were 
made. The third collapse due to the August 18-19 storm was in 
the sanitary sewer in Fairbanks Street. This was repaired and 
the Town will be reimbursed through the Flood Relief Board for 
the cost of the Boylston Street project. 


As a result of the storm and excessive run-off of water, the 
capacity of some of our surface water drains and sewers was oOver- 
taxed. This resulted in backing up of the water and consequent 
flooding of basements, especially in the low areas of the Town. 
This necessitated a large amount of labor to be expended by this 
department in pumping cellars and removing debris that resulted 
from the flood conditions. We have presented to the Flood Relief 
Board a request for reimbursement of $4,920.59 for the extra labor 
necessitated by the storm. Approximately fifty per cent of the 
surface water drainage of the Town enters Muddy River and its 
tributaries and in turn flows into the Charles River. Due to the 
rise of the water level in the River the water backed up into the 
Brookline drainage system, and considerable amounts of residual 
were deposited. This will necessitate a large amount of extra 
cleaning of the surface water drains during 1956. 


A considerable amount of cutting and repairing has been re- 
quired during the year due to root infiltration into the sewerage 
system. 


Several new catch basins and connections to the surface water 
drains have been constructed or reconstructed during the year. 


The maintenance cost of the surface water drainage system is 
materially lessened through the frequent cleaning of the streets. 
Waste matter which would be washed into the catch basins is re- 
moved before it can reach the basins and in this way the task of 
cleaning them is materially reduced.

All purchases were made through the Purchasing Department 
and were duly advertised and proposals canvassed. Where the 
proposals met the required specifications, the contract was, in all 
cases, awarded to the low bidder. 


The Superintendent of Streets takes this opportunity to express 
his appreciation to Mr. H. G. Saumsiegle, Purchasing Agent, for 
the cooperation shown by his department in the procedure neces- 
sary for the purchasing of Highway Department equipment. 


Street Lighting 
Two hundred fifty (250) gas street lamps and two hundred fifty 
(250) inefficient electric luminaires were ordered discontinued dur- 
ing 1955. These street lighting units were replaced with five hun- 
dred thirty-one (531) electric lighting units of the most modern 
and efficient design. 


The discontinuance of the above obsolescent lighting units and 
their replacement with the most modern electrical units consti- 
tutes the completion of the relighting of all of our public ways 
and most of the private ways in Brookline. 


The relighting of Boylston Street from High Street to Chestnut 
Hill Avenue was completed during the year. In accordance with 
the agreement made in 1954, the cost of this work was paid by 
the State. 


The orders placed in 1955 covered the relighting of 6.5 miles 
of streets and increased the cost of street lighting in the Town 
approximately .88 of one per cent of the 1955 street lighting bud- 
get, or $1,369.40. This amounts to about two cents per capita per 
annum.

The completion of all orders by December 31, 1955 will bring 
to a reality the plan formulated in 1950 by the Board of Selectmen 
and the Superintendent of Streets to relight all of the streets in 
Brookline. 


Brookline’s public streets and practically all of the private ways 
are now lighted in accordance with the American Standard Prac- 
tice for Street and Highway Lighting recommendations. These 
recommendations are sponsored by the Illuminating Engineering 
Society and approved by the American Standards Association. 
Brookline is now in the position of being one of the very few com- 
munities in the United States which has met these requirements. 


Statements by the Chief of Police and the Chief of the Fire 
Department reveal that the new lighting has substantially reduced 
petty crimes and accidents during the hours of darkness, and has 
aided the Fire Department to operate more efficiently during the 
night time. 
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The budget for street lighting, after the temporary items 
have been liquidated, will show an increase of approximately only 
$28,000 over the cost in 1950. The average increase of light on 
the pavement is 375 per cent. 


The removal of abandoned gas lamp posts during this year was 
severely curtailed due to the great increase in the number of stumps 
of diseased elm and maple tres which had to be removed and dis- 
posed of and other unusual demands upon the manpower of the 
Highway Department. Every effort will be made during the com- 
ing year to complete the removal of the remaining abandoned gas 
lamp posts. 


I take this opportunity to express my sincere appreciation for 
the cooperation shown by my assistants, and by the officials, the 
various Boards, Commissions and other Departments.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES 


Through inadvertence for which your Chairman was responsible 
no mention was made in last year’s report of the death on October 
11, 1954 of Prof. Theodore Lyman who served as a member of this 
Committee from 1932 to 1948 and was its Chairman from April 21, 
1942 until his resignation July 1, 1948. Prof. Lyman was a phys- 
icist of international renown who modestly rendered effective and 
faithful service to this town for many years. 

This year we have to record with sorrow the death of Roger 
Ernst, another distinguished citizen who served Broooline faith- 
fully and well not only as a member of this Committee but also as 
a Town Meeting member. He became a member of the Committee 
on Planting Trees on July 19, 1948 and served until his sudden 
death, March 29, 1955, while on a field trip to Texas to study the 
migration of birds. 

Mr. George B. Cabot, a recognized authority on trees and shrubs 
and their planting and preservation, was selected to fill the vacancy 
left by the late Mr. Ernst. 

Having lost two such outstanding men this Committee and the 
Town are exceedingly fortunate to have been able to persuade 
George B. Cabot to serve in place of Mr. Ernst. Not only has his 
family been for long identified with Brookline but he is recognized 
as an authority on trees and shrubs and their planting and preser- 
vation. 


There were three major problems facing us this year: 


1. The question of pruning the broken and mangled 
branches damaged by the hurricanes of 1954. Great 
strides were made in catching up with this work, thanks 
in no small measure to the new Skyworker. 


2. The planting of new trees to replace those lost during 
the same hurricanes.

(11) Evaluate and reorganize the personnel policy within the 
Health Department. 


New Health Center Opens 


The opening of the Stephen Glover Train Memorial Public Health 
Center in April culminated years of planning and work by many 
Brookline individuals and groups interested in the Health of their 
Town. This building, made possible through the generosity of the 
late Stephen G. Train, is dedicated to the health of his fellow- 
townsmen. Two-thirds of the cost was borne by the Train Fund 
and one-third by the Federal Government. 

The Center is equipped with the latest clinic and office facilities, 
which will enable the Health Department to continue its traditi- 
onal preventive public health programs, and to provide new ones 
as the need arises. This is important since public health is not 
static. Rather it is subject to frequent change as new techniques 
are introduced, new services are added, and outmoded ones are 
discarded. 

The following facilities and services are now available in the 
Center: a complete chest x-ray unit, diabetes and chest clinics, a 
meeting room for community health programs, a three-chair den- 
tal clinic for treating small children whose parents can’t afford 
private care, a public health laboratory, a library, and offices for 
administrative, nursing, sanitation, and clerical personnel. 

A Health Center, however, is more than just a location for the 
distribution of health services. Its major purposes are to make 
Brookline’s public health services more accessible, and to serve as 
a focusing point for co-ordinating the activities of all Brookline 
organizations interested in health. 


Administration 


Administrative activity within the Health Department has been 
markedly accelerated in 1955. This has been due in part to the 
moving from the old Health Department quarters into the new 
Train Memorial Health Center. This move poses the problem: 
“How can the Health Department, with its increased space and 
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facilities, best meet the health needs of the community?” Conse- 
quently, program planning, evaluation, and development, which 
have always taken a major role in Health Department administra- 
tion, are increasingly important. 


Changes in Administrative Concepts 

In past years, the Brookline Health Department has operated 
within the framework of departmental activities. Due to the shift 
in importance from contagious diseases to non-communicable dis- 
eases, it has become increasingly apparent that the solution to 
today’s public health problems no longer can be found in the tra- 
ditional activities of the past. Public health problems of modern 
times demand that emphasis be placed on the objectives of total 
programs rather than on individual, subdivided departmental act- 
tivities. The major effort of the Health Department has been 
devoted during the past year to bring about this change of 
philosophy within the Department and to subordinate intradepart- 
mental activities to program objectives. Many programs within 
the Department have been re-evaluated and modified to meet this 
concept. 


Co-ordination of Resources 

To meet health needs, there are often multiple resources avail- 
able within a community. The Health Department has taken a 
co-ordinating role with other agencies and organizations to help 
bring the total community resources to bear on specific health 
problems. Examples of activities in this area during 1955 are: 

(1) Co-ordination of Child Health Services —For many years this 
Department has provided health services for parochial school child- 
ren. Likewise, the Health Department has sponsored preventive 
services for well babies and pre-school age children jointly with 
the Brookline Friendly Society. As a result of special State legis- 
lation passed in 1955, this Department and the Public School Sys- 
tem on July 1, 1955, were able to embark on a co-operative child 
health program. Under a Director of Child Health all these serv- 
ices are now being co-ordinated. In co-operation with the Child- 
ren’s Medical Center and the Harvard School of Public Health, 
this new program will entail a combination of training and re- 
search as well as community service. 

(2) Brookline Community Council — For many years there has been 
expressed a need for a closer working relationship among the many 
organizations in Brookline interested in the welfare of the com- 
munity. This Department helped with the formation of a Com- 
munity Council in 1955 and is an active participant in the Sub- 
Council on Health of this Group. This Health Sub-Council aims 
to interpret health needs and services and to promote joint study, 
planning and development of a total community health program. 

(3) Health Far —To provide a unique but effective health edu- 
cation project and to dedicate the new Health Center, a community 
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wide Health Fair is planned for May 17-19, 1956. The Health 
Department is working closely with the Health Sub-Council of the 
Brookline Community Council which is sponsoring this event. The 
Fair will bring together many organizations and groups and will 
enable them to demonstrate through exhibits and programs what 
they do to promote better health in Brookline. 

(4) Activities for the Aging —The Health Department participates 
in the work of the Brookline Committee for the Aging and the 
Town’s Health and Safety Committee in co-operation with other 
agencies in an attempt to solve problems regarding aging in rela- 
tion to health and safety. 

(5) Mental Health Committee — For about two years the Health 
Department has been interested in the activities of the Brookline 
Committee on Mental Health. Along with other agencies and 
citizens, this Department is taking part in the Committee’s year- 
long self survey of local mental health needs and resources. 


Performance Budgets 

A system of Performance Budgeting and Reporting is being 
installed into the Health Department so that the various services 
rendered can be listed and counted, and their costs determined. 
This is of benefit both to the public and to the administration of 
the Health Department. To the public it will explain in simple 
and factual terms exactly what the Health Department does, and 
what it costs to do it. To the administration, it gives detailed 
knowledge of everything that is happening within the Departmert, 
thus enabling better evaluation of existing programs and planning 
for any necessary modifications. 

Although this technique was recommended many years ago by 
the original Hoover Commission, it has been very slow to develop 
within governmental agencies. In the field of Performance Bud- 
geting within a health department, Brookline is showing leadership 
The work in this field that has been accomplished so far has 
attracted the attention of public health administrators in other 
communities of the United States and other countries. 

During 1955, the groundwork for the Performance Bugeting and 
Reporting was prepared. Beginning January 1, 1956, the program 
will be put on a trial basis.

The increased budget request of approximately $5000 for 1956 
is primarily due to the anticipated increase in cost for the main- 
tenance of the Train Memorial Health Center. Other cost increases 
can be covered by the savings accrued by the closing of the Health 
Department Hospital. 
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CHILD HEALTH 
I. General 

During 1955, the five basic programs in child health offered to 
Brookline children in the past were continued, and efforts were 
begun towards necessary co-ordination, revision, and extension of 
these programs. In some areas, as will be seen, these efforts 
involved a greater assumption, for the first time, of program 
responsibility by the Health Department. 

These programs cover: a) the premature infant, and b) the 
parochial school child (a and b are the direct responsibility of 
the Department) ; c) the infant and preschool child (administered 
through the Nursing Division of the Brookline Friendly Society 
although financially supported to a great extent by the Depart- 
ment); d) the public school child (traditionally administered by 
the Public School System, and this year, for the first time, entered 
into actively by this Department in co-operation with the schools) ; 
and e) dental health services (a traditional treatment program to 
correct defects of those children not under the regular supervision 
of a private dentist and the development of plans for a new pre- 
ventive program). 


Il. Program Activities, Needs, and Trends 

a. Premature Infant — All Brookline infants of five and one-half 
pounds or less at birth were reported to the Department as 
Premature Infants, as required by law. During 1955, there were 
61 such infants, representing approximately 8% of all Brookline 
births, a figure which compares favorably with established State 
and National figures. There were 26 prematures weighing four and 
one-half pounds or less, which made them eligible for consideration 
of Department aid in paying for hospitalization. Since December 
9, 1955 when the law was amended to include prematures up to and 
including five pounds, no such infants were reported. Financial aid 
was granted by the Department in the case of one premature, at a 
total cost of $931.13. 


The program has consisted almost entirely of aid in payments 
toward hospitalization, but even in this aspect there is need 
for full co-operation between the various elements involved — 
parents, Health Department, hospitals, and other communities— 
if aid is to be promptly and justly rendered. Clearer policies and 
procedures are being developed towards this end. 

b. The Parochial School Child —The Health Department has for 
thirty-nine years assumed responsibility for direction and financial 
support of preventive health services in the two Brookline paro- 
chial schools serving approximately 1300 children. The services, 
as in the past, have been rendered by a Department nurse, who 
devotes approximately three-quarters of her time to this program; 
and a part-time physician who spends each morning in the Schools. 
The newly-renovated and expanded health suite in St. Mary’s of 
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the Assumption School has greatly facilitated the rendering of 
improved services in this school. 

The services consist of: 1) first-aid treatment of injured pupils 
and personnel; 2) periodic, thorough physical examinations for 
health appraisal; 3) annual screening of vision and hearing, using 
approved techniques in the hands of trained personnel; 4) consul- 
tive services for newly arising health problems, and 5) follow-up 
activities to obtain corrective action on problems brought to light.

The caliber of service has been of a high order, and can be 
credited directly to the excellent personnel. In particular, the 
vision and hearing programs, following the purchase of new equip- 
ment in 1954, were greatly improved this year. 


Needs felt by the staff, and toward which developments can be 
expected to take place, are as follows: 

1. Close co-operation with teachers and other school personnel, 
who are indispensible to a modern school health program in terms 
of teacher-nurse conferences, sources of referral, and health edu- 
cation. 

2. Development of a written program calendar, both to define 
objectives and to permit the School personnel to participate more 
effectively. 

5. Evaluation of “routine” procedures with an eye to elimination 
of needless practices, and the freeing of personnel for more perti- 
nent tasks. 


4. Renovation of the Health Suite at St. Aidan’s School. 


5. Assuming responsibility for health examinations and x-rays 
of school employees, particularly custodians and cafeteria workers, 
to further safeguard their own health and that of the children. 


c. The Infant and Preschool Child — Ag in the past, the Nursing 
Division of the Brookline Friendly Society, with the partial finan- 
cial support of the Health Department, has continued to render 
health supervision to the infant and preschool child of limited 
means. In the Well-Baby Conferences, conducted weekly by a 
nurse and a qualified pediatrician, babies are weighed and meas- 
ured, examined, given routine immunizations, and advice is given 
to parents in matters of feeding, development, and health habits. 
At age two years, the children graduate to the Preschool Con- 
ference, which follows them until they enter school. In the latter 
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Conference, staffed by the same nurse but a different pediatrician, 
they receive tuberculin patch tests, and dental supervision, in ad- 
dition to physical examinations and health guidance. All children 
enrolled in both Conferences are visited regularly in the home by 
the nurse to supervise the home care and help with additional 
problems. Sick children are helped by referral to clinics or to 
private physicians. 

The consistent good attendance at these Conferences points to 
the continuing need for their existence.

d. The Public School Child —With the joint appointment in July 
by the School Committee and the Health Department of a Director 
of Child Health, under a contract arrangement with the Children’s 
Medical Center, this Department entered into a fuller participation 
in the Public School Health Services. 

The basic services, rendered by the Child Health Physician on 
a full-time basis, several part-time physicians, and the seven full- 
time school nurses, involve approximately 6700 children in the 
eleven Public Schools. 


During the 1955 school year, the programs carried out in the 
past were continued as follows: 

1. Annual physical examinations were completed on all students en- 
rolled on November 17, 1955, 6634 in all. As part of this pro- 
gram, students new to the Schools were examined on a priority 
basis, as were those who were candidates for competitive sports. 
Initial notification of parents about defects found, and a listing of 
those children receiving care, has been completed. 
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2. Emergency First-Aid Services to injured pupils and employees 
were, and will be, continued. Since the opening of School in Sep- 
tember, 150 accidents were reported. Procedures have been out- 
lined to facilitate the location and dispatch of physicians when 
needed, the Health Department newly assuming this responsibility. 

3. Hearing and Vision Testing of Grades I, II, IV, VI, VIII, X, and 
XI. This program was started and completed at the Baker School, 
and the remainder of the schools are to be finished during the 
rest of the school year. However, all new pupils, and those sus- 
pected to have any difficulty, have been given priority and tested 
first. The purchase of a new Maico Audiometer, and the nurses’ 
training in its use this Fall will permit both group and individual 
testing, and should improve the calibre of the program. 

4, Examination of Teachers and Cafeteria Workers — Twenty-five new 
teachers have been thoroughly examined and their chests x-rayed 
since July 1, none being found disqualified. Thirty-three appli- 
cants for permanent cafeteria employment were given similar ex- 
aminations in the same period, of whom three were found not to 
be qualified. 

5. Other existing programs —tuberculin testing, chest x-rays for 
High School seniors, Schick testing and inoculations — will be 
completed during the remainder of the school year. 

In addition to the foregoing, the following new activity was 
introduced, to be more fully developed in time: 


Health Counseling Clinics 


These were held at the various schools to deal with newly arising 
problems, and for review of previously known problems. These 
clinics not only provided a resource for referral of children by 
teachers, principals, and housemasters, but served as a strong 
adjunct in follow-through to get many of these children under 
proper care. They also served as an opportunity to clarify chil- 
dren’s health problems with school personnel. It is planned to 
continue these clinics on a regular basis, with the help of a part- 
time physician. 

The principal needs felt in the Public School Child Health Pro- 
gram are as follows: 

a. Extension of the scope of routine health appraisals to in- 
clude a good medical history. 

b. Fuller participation of parents — for appraisal, for follow- 
up, and for their education. 

c. Fuller participation of the teaching staff. 

d. Fuller working relationships with outside medical resources 
— for two-way transmission of information, and the avoid- 
ance of duplicated effort. 

e. Development of accurate and uniform reporting and record- 
ing, so that not only the health status of the children, but 
the work of the staff may be continually in review. 
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f. Establishment of a School Health Council and individual 
school committees to facilitate mutual approach to, and 
solution of, problems. 

g. Review of Health Education practices with a view to 
enrichment. 

h. Formal supervision of nursing. 

e. Dental Health Services — Efforts this year were aimed at for- 
mulating plans for a well-rounded preventative and corrective 
dental program to serve a maximum number of preschool and 
school children in Brookline. This program is part of the new 
Child Health Program now being developed. Valuable assistance 
in planning came from the Brookline Dental Health Committee and 
a special technical advisory committee made up of local dentists 
and experts in public health dentistry and education. 

Just before the close of the year, Dr. J. M. Wisman, Director of 
the Dental Health Program for the City of Philadelphia, visited 
Brookline to assess the present program. He was able to meet 
with many of the people directly involved in the functioning of 
the program, and it is expected that several good recommendations 
involving policy, records, supervision, and expansion of the pro- 
gram in the future will evolve from this visit. 


Preventive Services 


During the month of May, a new procedure for making detailed 
dental examinations available to children appearing in the schools 
for the annual preschool physical examination was instituted. A 
total of 387 children were given a thorough dental examination. 
Each parent had an opportunity to discuss the condition of his 
child’s health with the dentist and dental hygienist. A report of 
these examinations was given to the Superintendent of Schools 
for distribution to the various principals. In addition, a list of 
those children needing dental care was sent to the individual 
school nurses in order to assist them in stimulating treatment of 
the defects found by referral to their family dentist. Treatment 
of those children not having a family dentist was completed in 
the Health Center Clinic before it was closed for the summer. 

During the Fall months, several meetings were held with the 
Superintendent of Schools, Principals, and Division Directors to 
consider ways of incorporating additional reliable basic dental 
health material into present curriculum to stimulate pupils to 
further effort in maintaining good dental health. 


Corrective Services 


For the first six months of the year, it was necessary to maintain 
separate clinics at the Brookline Friendly Society and at St. Mary’s 
School because the new Train Memorial Health center was not yet 
open to the public. 

In September, when the schools opened, both dentists were 
located in the new clinic of the Health Center, with a portion of 
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one dentist’s time devoted to manning the dental chair at St. 
Mary’s School. 


Dental Clinic Services — 1955 
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DISEASE CONTROL PROGRAMS 


All phases of Health Department activities are directly or in- 
directly associated with the control of diseases. In certain areas 
specific programs are available to attack certain preventable dis- 
eases. The prevention of many diseases is accomplished not by 
any direct attack on the disease, but rather by controlling environ- 
mental factors such as food, water and sewage. 


Incidence of Reported Diseases — 1955 
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In general, the present state of medical knowledge has produced 
measures which are highly successful in the control of bacterial 
and parasitic diseases. In other areas, such as the viral and the 
chronic diseases, much progress has been made,, but effective 
control measures are not yet available. The development of a 
poliomyelitis vaccine is a step forward in the field of viral disease. 


Although this vaccine has been shown to be helpful in the pre- 
vention of paralytic polio, it is not the complete answer to the 
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problem of polio prevention. It can be confidently predicted, how- 
ever, that with future progress in this area, poliomyelitis will no 
longer be a threat to the community. 


In the area of the chronic diseases, advances are also being made. 
Where applicable, accepted procedures are being used by the 
Health Department. The x-ray screening service of the Health 
Department, which makes available free chest x-rays to any 
citizen of Brookline who wishes one, is an example of one of these 
procedures. Not only do they reveal early cases of tuberculosis 
in which response to treatment can be most favorable, but they 
also may detect early cancer of the lung and heart disease, which, 
if treated in time, offer the patient a better chance of recovery. 


Tuberculosis 


In order to meet its responsibility for the control of this disease, 
the Health Department must employ a broad program involving 
all aspects of tuberculosis. 


Active cases are either treated at home by a private physician 
or hospitalized in the Norfolk County or State sanitoria. During 
the year twenty-two patients were treated in tuberculosis hospitals 
and seventeen were cared for at home. The cost of this portion 
of the program represents a major expenditure of the total Health 
Department budget. However, since the closing of the Health 
Department Hospital last year, this has been accomplished at a 
saving of over $30,000, and still enables the hospitalized patients 
to receive excellent care. 


In addition to hospital care, there is a free chest x-ray screening 
service available to all citizens of Brookline. Here any citizen re- 
questing a chest x-ray is given one, and the results are sent to his 
family physician. Nine hundred and thirty-seven patients were 
x-rayed since the opening of the Health Center. 


Cases discharged from tuberculosis hospitals, and not under the 
care of a private physician, are followed at the Health Department 
Chest Clinic. Home nursing supervision and care when needed 
are provided by nurses of the Brookline Friendly Society and this 
Department. 

All diagnosed cases of tuberculosis are listed in the newly 
established Tuberculosis Case Registry. They are followed closely 
to insure that they receive adequate care and treatment, and do 
not spread the disease throughout the community. One hundred 
home visits were made by Health Department nurses in this re- 
gard. Seventeen new cases of tuberculosis were reported in 
Brookline in 1955, as compared to twenty-five cases in 1954. 

Although the present level of the disease in Brookline is not 
excessive, the tuberculosis problem remains as long as a single case 
exists. The newer drugs, which have done muck to decrease the 
death rate, but not the number of cases, have posed health prob- 
lems for the future. Therefore, increased vigilance on the part 
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of the Health Department is necessary to counteract the greater 
risk of spread of the disease associated with modern therapy. 


Poliomyelitis 

During 1955, there were forty-three reported cases of poliomy- 
elitis in Brookline. Although this represents the largest number 
of cases ever reported in the Town, it was not the worst epidemic. 
The epidemic of 1916, which had fewer total cases, occurred in a 
much smaller population, but affected a larger proportion of 
people. In the recent epidemic, only one out of every 1400 Brook- 
line residents developed the disease. Unlike previous epidemics, 
the most seriously affected were the 30-45 age group.

Brookline was fortunate in that the percentage of cases was 
lower than that of surrounding communities. However, as a 
result of the intensive publicity prior to and during this epidemic, 
the emotional impact on the Town was probably greater than ever 
before. .To counteract this, the Health Department attempted to 
give accurate information to as many people as possible. Weekly 
reports, giving the true situation, were released to the local press 
and to official organizations. As much as possible, all questions 
regarding polio were answered personally by medical personnel of 
the Health Department. 

As a result of public apprehension, the opening of schools was 
delayed one week, and football practice delayed two weeks. When 
school did open, the registration of eighty-nine pupils was delayed 
/anywhere from one to six weeks due to parental fear of polio. 
. That these fears were ungrounded was shown by the fact that 
‘ only two cases of polio developed among those children going to 
school. This was the anticipated incidence with or without school 
attendance. 


Salk Vaccine 

With the announcement of the Salk vaccine program in the 
Spring, it was hoped that prevention of polio would be possible. 
On May 23 and June 1, in conjunction with local schools, Salk 
vaccine was given to 1214 first and second grade children. Three 
of these children developed polio during the epidemic. During 
the summer, the vaccination program was postponed because of 
the dangers of inoculation during a polio epidemic. By Fall, 
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further inoculations were postponed indefinitely because of evi- 
dence which had accumulated during the summer regarding the 
safety of the vaccine, and on the advice of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health Polio Advisory Committee. As soon 
as a safe vaccine, approved by the State Advisory Committee, is 
available the Department will continue its polio vaccination pro- 
gram. 


Other Communicable Diseases 


The Health Department has investigated all other reported 
cases of communicable diseases which might endanger the public 
health. In those cases where there was danger of spread to others, 
adequate preventive steps were taken. There was one case of 
typhoid reported in Brookline in 1955. This case probably resulted 
from contaminated food eaten elsewhere following the flood last 
August. 

The Public Health nurse plays a major role in the prevention of 
communicable disease. Health Department nurses made 418 
visits in 1955 to the homes of patients ill with communicable dis- 
ease. During these visits the nurse collected epidemiological data 
for the Department and gave advice and guidance on the care of 
the patient and methods of protecting other members of the 
family. 


Diabetes Control 


Although diabetes is neither preventable nor contagious, its 
early detection and prompt treatment will often prevent disability 
and premature death. In the past, this program has included 
blood and urine tests requiring the patient to come to the Health 
Department at the time a test is taken. Starting November 1, 
1955, in addition to these procedures, the Dreypak was instituted. 
By means of this test, a urine sample, collected on a special piece 
of absorbent paper, can be sent into the Health Department at 
the convenience of the individual. It is hoped that this added 
convenience will encourage more of the citizens of Brookline to 
take advantage of this service. 

In all cases where early diabetes is detected or suspected, the 
patient is referred to his private physician for adequate treatment. 


LABORATORY SERVICES IN DISEASE PROGRAMS 


The Health Department Laboratory examines tuberculosis and 
gonorrhea specimens at the request of private physicians. It 
also performs diabetes screening and diagnostic tests.

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Veterinarian Services 


In addition to protecting the public from diseases transmitted 
from man to man, and from the environment to man, the Health 
Department is also responsible for the protection of the commun- 
ity from diseases transmitted to man from domestic and wild 
animals. This program is carried out by the Department veter- 
inarian, whose duties include inspection of all domestic animals 
and the facilities for their care within the Town, investigation of 
dog bites, and the quarantine of the biting dog. In certain cases 
where deemed necessary, the dog’s head is submitted to the State 
Department of Public Health Laboratory for rabies examination. 
Although there were no cases of rabies in the community, it has 
been found that bats and other wild animals are a reservoir for 
rabies and can potentially introduce this disease to the dog popu- 
lation. It is therefore recommended that all dogs be vaccinated 
for this disease. 


The incidence of dog bites during the year was higher than it 
should be. However, adequate control of this situation is impos- 
sible without either more stringent laws or better community co- 
operation in the restriction of dogs. One case of a bite by a pet 
skunk was reported this year. 


Statistical Summary of Veterinarian Services 
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TOWN EMPLOYEE HEALTH PROGRAM 


The Town of Brookline, having approximately 1700 employees, 
can be compared to a large local industry. In this respect, the 
Town has a certain number of Workmen’s Compensation claims 
and Retirement claims, which, if not handled or co-ordinated by 
some organized medical facility, become an undue burden upon the 
taxpayer. Industry of comparable size has found it necessary to 
develop an industrial health program. The carrying out of such 
an activity is not a true Health Department function. However, 
since this Department is probably the Town agency best equipped 
for the job, it has developed a modified industrial health program. 

At the present time, this activity includes pre-employment dis- 
ability, and retirement examinations for those other departments 
of the Town that wish these services. The Health Department 
also reviews and evaluates Workmen’s Compensation claims. In 
all these cases, the Health Department acts as a consultant to the 
other Town departments concerned, and only makes recommen- 
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dations. The final decision as to the settlement of these claims, 
is, as it should be, within the jurisdiction of the department con- 
cerned. 

The Health Department has been of service to both the Town 
of Brookline and the individual claimant. By the pre-employment 
examination, the Town has been assured that future employees 
do not represent a liability to it. Likewise, when a prospective 
employee has shown signs of potential disease, this has been 
called to his attention so that he could have it corrected. In cases 
of disability retirement claims, the Health Department attempts 
to see that a fair evaluation is given to the patient within as 
reasonable a time as possible. Under this program, several in- 
stances of unjust claims have been uncovered, with substantial 
saving to the Town and the taxpayers. In other cases claimants 
were able to have their claims approved with minimum difficulty. 

Future possible developments in the area of Town Employee 
programs could include first-aid for industrial injuries, and health 
counseling, as well as periodic examination for permanent em- 
ployees. As the maintenance of good health depends primarily 
on good patient-personal physician relationship, no part of the 
Town Employee Programs is intended to, or does, compete with 
the private physician. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


The solution of most present-day health problems depends on 
each individual’s own alertness and early action. Therefore, the 
health education program is designed to help people understand 
the things they must do for themselves to attain and maintain 
good health. Although this is the job of everyone in the Health 
Department, health education activities are co-ordinated by a 
health educator obtained through a contract with the Harvard 
School of Public Health. 


Accurate, up-to-date health facts are needed by the public. 
These are provided through the media of pamphlets, posters, ex- 
hibits, motion pictures, news articles, talks, and person to person 
contacts. Publication of the Health Bulletin which contains health 
items of interest to Brookline residents, has been resumed and 
will be mailed quarterly to every householder in Town. 

In the health education program particular emphasis is placed 
on working with and assisting community groups who are inter- 
ested in health. During the year, the Health Department staff 
co-operated with the Brookline Committee on Mental Health in 
planning and initiating a year-long survey of local mental health 
resources and needs. 

The Health Department works closely with the Health Sub- 
Council of the Brookline Community Council. This Council hopes 
to co-ordinate all health activities in the Town. In order to stim- 
ulate community interest in health, this new group will sponsor, 
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as its first project, a Townwide Health Fair in the Spring of 1956. 
At this Fair, Brookline families will have an opportunity to in- 
spect their new Health Center and avail themselves of exhibits, 
talks, films and other activities designed to explain what health 
services are available in their Town. 


During the year plans were started for a closer working re- 
lationship between this Department and the Public School System 
in the field of Health Education. The problem of how the resources 
and facilities of this Department may best be used to supplement 
the present school health teaching programs is under exploration. 


Within the Health Department the Health Educator is respon- 
sible for or directly involved in in-service education programs, 
co-ordination of training activities and consultation to other mem- 
bers of the staff on educational methods and the use of mass 
media. 


In addition to these direct services, all the public health activi- 
ties of the Department are used to provide supervised field exper- 
iences for students at the Harvard School of Public Health. 


Plans for the future in health education are: 

(1) Full co-operation and participation in the Health Fair spon- 
sored by the Health Sub-Council. 

(2) Publication of a special brochure depicting Health Depart- 
ment services. 

(3) Further development of methods whereby the Public School 
system and the Health Department can better co-ordinate 
their health education programs. 

(4) Plans for the maximum use of the excellent facilities of the 
new Health Center as a focal point for all health education 
programs. 

(5) Completion of the details needed to set up a Health Museum 
in the Health Center. 

(6) Preparation of several different sets of colored slides to aid 
in interpreting health services to community and _ school 
groups. 

(7) Greater emphasis on in-service education of all Health De- 
partment personnel. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


Sanitation programs relating to water supply and sewage dis- 
posal, housing, milk and food sanitation, insect and rodent control, 
and other miscellaneous activities were continued as in previous 
years. There were certain changes in procedures. Some programs 
were expanded, particularly the inspection of lodging houses. 
The prime objective for the year 1956 is a re-evaluation of all 
sanitation programs to establish a more realistic relationship be- 
tween them. 
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The changeover from a sanitation program based on special- 
ization to a generalized program, begun in 1954, was completed 
in 1955. All activities of the Environment Sanitation Division, 
except certain milk and ice cream work, are now assigned on the 
basis of districts. The inspector in charge of each district is re- 
sponsible for all activities within his assigned area. During 1955, 
four districts were used pending the transfer of restaurant and 
other food establishment programs and miscellaneous programs 
to the district basis. Effective January 1, 1956, five districts will 
be used, thus utilizing all of the inspectors of the Division on 
district activities. 

A new reporting system was introduced late in 1955 in connec- 
tion with new procedures for performance budgeting. This will 
provide a basis for statistical summaries in future reports in addi- 
tion to its use for administrative and budget purposes. 

Preliminary drafts of regulations dealing with housing, milk, 
food, child care centers, and other activities were drawn up in 1955. 
It is expected that final drafts of housing and child care regulations 
will be completed in 1956 and placed in effect. 

Weekly meetings of the Sanitation Staff with the Director of 
Public Health have continued to prove valuable in the formulation 
and carrying out of policies and programs. 

Early in 1955, new regulations relative to the collection, storage 
and disposal of garbage and rubbish were adopted. With the em- 
ployment of a Sanitary Engineer in the Highway Department to 
head this program, enforcement of those regulations involving 
the municipal collection of garbage and rubbish has been taken 
over by the Highway Department. 

Samples of water from the Municipal Swimming Pool were 
collected for weekly bacteriological and daily chemical tests. The 
results showed that during 1955 there was an improvement in the 
operation of the pool. Only 7.5% of the weekly bacteriological 
tests in 1955 were unsatisfactory, as compared to 13.6% in 1954. 
The American Public Health Association standards allow not more 
than 15% of bacteriological tests to show unsatisfactory results. 
Laboratory Services in Sanitation 

The sanitary evaluation of water, milk, milk products and eating 
utensils is further checked by various laboratory tests. The fol- 
lowing is a tabulation of sanitation tests performed in the Health 
Department Laboratory. 

Sanitation Laboratory Procedures — 1955 
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Mosquito Control 

The mosquito control program was again carried out by the 
East Middlesex Mosquito Control Project. The total cost to the 
Town was about $4000. Results of control measures were im- 
proved over 1954 until the hurricane rains resulted in an invasion 
of migratory Aedes mosquitoes as well as a tremendous increase 
in the number of local Culex or house mosquitoes. It is impossible 
to adequately control these mosquitoes, although emergency spray- 
ing by mist, blower and helicopter provided relief in some sections 
of the Town. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


Weights and Measures supervision provides a constant program 
of inspection, re-weighing, or re-measurment of all foodstuffs and 
fuel products offered for sale in the Town. During the year almost 
9500 such tests were made. 

Emphasis was placed on items found in the past to be most 
subject to short weight. Included in this list are certain meats, 
fruits and vegetables, and dairy products which form a large part 
of a family’s food budget. Shortages are likely to occur in these 
items because of poor packaging, evaporation, and faulty weighing. 
By a regular program of trial weighing, the Weights and Measures 
Department educates store personnel in the reasons for, and the 
prevention of, weight error. The reasons for items becoming 
short weights are discussed in the light of the following facts: 
(a) proper allowance for the weight of the container, (b) the 
setting of the scale, and (c) the nature of the products being 
weighed. 

Oil trucks delivering fuel in Brookline are inspected on sight to 
insure their proper sealing; those not properly sealed are prohibit- 
ed from doing business in the Town. The Sealer of Weights and 
Measures in whose jurisdiction those trucks belong is immediately 
notified. Correctly sealed meters offer little chance of inaccurate 
delivery. 

Also of concern is the human element, wherein a dishonest 
driver could “ride the ticket.” This occurs when a ticket is put 
in a meter, the delivery started at one site and completed at a 
destination where the customer pays the complete charge. To 
curb this practice the Weights and Measures Department inspects 
meters on trucks in transit. 


Although Weights and Measures supervision may not be a true 
Health Department Activity, these personnel retain a semi-official 
connection with the Department. Their budget, although prepared 
by the Health Department, is separate. 

Now that a generalized district sanitation program has been 
accomplished, further consideration is being given to integrating 
this service into the Sanitation Division of this Department.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


We append herewith the report of our Superintendent giving 
details with respect to the Department’s activities during 1955. 


The extra burden thrown on the Department by the 1954 hur- 
ricane and the floods of 1955 is worthy of note because of the 
efficient manner in which these emergencies were handled by the 
Department staff. We desire to extend to all our employees and 
to the Superintendent great appreciation for their conscientious 
work in this connection. 


Larz Anderson Park has continued as an active center for vari- 
ous types of outdoor recreation. With the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen we employed the firm of Olmsted Bros. to develop a 
long range plan for the entire area with the idea that from time 
to time we would find the opportunity in line with such a plan 
to undertake the development of certain areas, particularly the 
northwest corner and the Polo Field. This plan has been submit- 
ted to all interested Town Departments and others but we cannot 
yet say that it is in final shape. We hope that during the coming” 
year such a plan will be approved by all those interested. 

As the Superintendent’s report shows the Golf Course contin- 
ues as a well used facility which is operated at a very small expense: 
to the Town in comparison with other similar operations. 


In May 1955 Mr. G. Storer Baldwin resigned as a member of the 
Board after eighteen years of continuous service because his busi- 
ness activities required a large part of his time in New York. Joint 
convention with the Selectmen resulted in the appointment of his. 
brother, Mr. James T. Baldwin, to fill out the unexpired term. We 
desire to record the gratitude of the Town to Mr. Storer Baldwin 
for the long years of faithful and interested service. 


As in the past we append hereto a table recapitulating expendi- 
tures of the Department on a comparative basis for the last three 
years and showing the receipts for the current year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PARKS 


The Board of Park Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: —I respectfully submit the annual Report of the Su- 
perintendent for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


During the first three months of 1955 all employees who could 
be spared from general maintenance work, continued on the clear- 
ance of the 1954 Hurricane damaged trees. Ten acres of wooded 
area on the newly acquired Park property bounded by Woodland 
Road and Hammond Street known as the Dane Land was thorough- 
ly and completely cleared of damaged trees left by the Hurricane. 


Larz Anderson Park and Riverdale were also cleared of all debris 
as a result of the 1954 storms. All the expenditures for labor for 
this work was itemized and sent to the Hurricane Relief Board 
for reimbursement to the Town. 


The land on Lawton Street consisting of 23,672 sq. ft. formerly 
used by the Highway Department as a storage area was relin- 
quished by that Department and given to the Park Department 
for use as a play area. The area was cleaned up and certain un- 
desirable trees were removed allowing use of the area by small 
children. Further improvements will be made this coming year 
allowing for a much needed small tots play area in that section of 
Town. 


A contract was awarded to the Dennis Driscoll Company for 
the construction of a multiple play area on the Boylston Play- 
ground and the resurfacing of the area leading to it; the construc- 
tion of laycold tennis courts (8) at the Longwood Playground in 
place of the existing clay courts, which will allow year round use 
of the area and will provide an excellent skating area in winter; 
improvement of the drives, walks and landscaping at the Devotion 
School; the clearance and grading of the Baldwin School area pro- 
viding for a small tots play area; lawn curbing and an additional 
walk at the new Health Center. The work of this contract pro- 
gressed as rapidly as possible; however, due to the floods and rains 
of 1955, the work will not be completed until June of 1956. 


A contract was awarded to the Yeomans O’Connell Company, 
the low bidder for constructing chain-link fences at the Health 
Center, Cypress Playground, Eliot-Heath Playground, rear of Gym- 
nasium along B & A Railroad, Linden Square and Longwood Tennis 
Courts and baseball backstops at Longwood Playground and Brook- 
line Field. 


An underground watering system was installed at the Village 
Traffic circle as well as at the new Health Center. . 

The Department landscaped the new Health Center, including 
the grading of the lawn areas. This work entailed a great deal 
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of labor and consisted of the major operation during the fall of 
the year. 

The scare and threat of Hurricanes kept the Department on the 
alert and in readiness for any emergency; however, we were very 
fortunate to miss the center of the storms. 

We did experience the worst flood in the history of the Town. 
The Muddy River overflowed its banks and as a result, our service 
station at Netherlands Road was under 5 feet of water causing 
extensive damage to equipment and machinery. The golf course 
was completely inundated with water covering most fairways and 
certain greens. The water on the course was of such depth to 
allow me to row in a boat down the 9th fairway across to the 
fourth and up to the 5th hole. The fortunate part of the flood 
was the fact that it happened during the working day when all 
rolling equipment was out of the service station; otherwise the 
damage would have been far greater. As it was many pieces of 
equipment and machinery had to be thoroughly overhauled and 
extensive repairs made. 

The work load of the maintenance of the Golf Course increased 
as a result of the floods; however, we were fortunate in a rapid 
recovery to the fairways and greens that were under water and 
the course was in excellent condition for the fall play. 

The Department maintained twenty-one baseball and softball dia- 
monds throughout the Town which required daily attention. It is 
well to note that eighty-seven organized teams from the School 
and Recreation Departments and private organizations participated 
in organized baseball and softball with a regular planned schedule 
during the year. 

We have thirty-three tennis courts in the Town: 11 asphalt, 5 
asphalt cork, 6 laycold and 11 clay. The clay courts are free week- 
days until 5:00 P. M.—all other courts are free all of the time. 
There is a charge $.25 per person per hour after 5:00 P.M. and 
Saturdays and Sundays on the clay courts at Beacon and Amory 
and reservations may be made at the Playground in advance. A 
total of $847.50 was received from the clay tennis courts: Amory 
$336. and Beacon $511.50. 

The number of fishing permits increased this year. The princi- 
pal increase was noted in the children’s permits perhaps due to 
the Fishing Derby sponsored by the Kiwanis Club in co-operating 
with this Department.

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The Sportsmen’s Club was given permission to use the Gate 
House as their club room. The Club has redecorated the entire in- 
terior and has installed electric lights and it really is a complete 
transformation and makes an ideal meeting room for the 
sportsmen. 


During the winter season of 1955 we have had some excellent ~ 
skating. We had skating at fifteen different areas and had a total 
of 44 days of skating. 


Larz Anderson Park continued its popularity as a picnic area 
and I believe-the-following statistics.are worthy of note. Six thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-five men, women and children of 
Brookline primarily from religious and civic groups were at the 
park under permits for picnics. This number represents the total 
from various groups of over twenty-five. Countless other small 
family groups of under:twenty-five availed themselves of the 
excellent picnic facilities. The demand was far greater than what 
the Park was able to accommodate. Groups were restricted to two 
hours for the use of fireplaces except when large numbers were 
involved the time allotted was for a four hour period. 


Due to the extreme hot weather of July, 30 days of over 90 de- 
gree temperatures, and the floods which caused the closing of the 
golf course for days, we were very fortunate in having the gross 
receipts of $53,623.80 only $140 lower than 1954. Golf operating 
expenses including capital outlay of $7549.54 approximated that 
of last year so that despite the unusual weather condition necessi- 
tating increased expense, the net operating cost is $2,651.35 which 
compares very favorably with other public courses. The following 
are the statistics of the Golf Course operation during 1955:

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board respectfully submits its eightieth annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


At the annual election held on March 1, 1955, Timothy J. Burke, 
Esq., was reelected a member of the Water Board for a period of 
three years, until 1958. The Board organized on March 4, 1955, 
re-electing Timothy J. Burke, E'sq., as its Chairman, this being 
his fifty-fifth year as a member of the Board, and his thirty-first 
consecutive year as its Chairman. 


The Board appointed Lawrence E. Hanson, Registrar and Clerk 
of the Water Board, and Kenneth W. Robie, Superintendent of 
Works. 


On May 20, 1955, following a period of study both as to the 
necessity and probable productivity, the Water Board VOTED: 
To increase water rates from 18c per hundred cubic feet, to 21c 
per hundred cubic feet, effective July first, 1955. The increase was 
formally approved by the Board of Selectmen on May 28rd, and 
by the Metropolitan District Commission on May 26th, under the 
provisions of General Laws, Chapter 92, section 27. 


Formal notification to water-takers of the increased water rates 
went forth by mail in advance of the effective date, explaining 
that the increase of 1/6th places Brookline’s Water Department in 
a position where its revenue will more nearly equal normal opera- 
ting costs and that the new rate reflects, quite modestly, all the 
multiple increases of costs which have risen since 1925, such as 
a doubling of labor and materials costs, as well as the doubling of 
the charge to the town for water supplied by the Metropolitan 
District Commission from $40 to $80 per million gallons. The 
water-takers raised no objection whatever, nor has any complaint 
reached this Board of any dissatisfaction with the increase. 


On May second, 1955, the new High Service Pumping Station of 
M. D. C., on Newton St., adjacent to the old station formerly 
operated by this Department went into service. 


Late in the Fall, the National Board of Fire Underwriters under- 
took a survey of the Brookline water distribution system. The 
results of the survey were very satisfactory, from the viewpoint 
of this Board. One by-product of the study was the confirmation 
of this Board’s long-range intention to anticipate future water con- 
sumption requirements by gradually effectuating the plans it has 
studied with its Superintendent. 


The sub-tropical heat and precipitation visited upon this region 
during the year sets 1955 quite apart from previous years by rea- 
son of the enormous increase in per capita consumption during the 
heat wave, and of the tremendous demand that was made upon 
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our personnel to lend a hand pumping out cellars following the 
floods. The Board is highly appreciative of the efforts of the 
crews who performed their assigned tasks regardless of heat or 
of flood. Were it not for their prompt and willing efficiency a 
great deal more damage might easily have resulted. 


It was gratifying to this Board, also, that the Department was 
able to send 20” and 12” pipe with a 16” gate valve, to the relief 
of Torrington, Connecticut, in their hour of need. 


This Board has recommended to the Board of Selectmen, that an 
article be included in the warrant for the next annual town meet- 
ing, for adoption by the town of the provisions of Chapter 332 of 
the Acts of 1955, which authorizes the levy of special assessments 
to meet the cost of laying water mains in public and private ways, 
in the firm conviction that the new statutory method is just, equi- 
table and workable. 


James J. Kelley, a Working Foreman in this Department, who 
had been in the employ of the Department since March 11, 1911, 
was retired May ninth. 


During the year, warrants for the commitment of water rates, 
extension and maintenance charges were filed with Matthew S. 
McNeilly, Collector for the Town of Brookline, as follows:

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., 
December 31, 1955. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: —I hereby submit the eightieth annual report of the 
Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


The work in connection with the widening of Route 9, relocating 
the 16” main, and setting back hydrants and curb boxes, was com- 
pleted and the Town will be reimbursed in the amount of $12,946.31 
for our services on this project. 


After the torrential rains of last summer, 250 cellars were 
pumped out, at the request of property owners. The Town will 
be reimbursed for over-time payments on account of this work in 
the amount of $2,507.55, by the State Flood Relief Board. 


We sent some 20” and 12” pipe and a 16” gate valve to Torring- 
ton, Connecticut, so that water service could be restored after the 
devastating flood. This material has been replaced. 


The M. D.C. started pumping to the Brookline High Service Sys- 
tem in May, from their new pumping station on Newton Street. 
The work of removing the pumping equipment from the old Brook- 
line High Service Pumping Station has been completed and the 
property has been turned back to the Town for disposal. Work 
has been started on tying in the low service supply mains on New- 
ton, Clyde and Warren Streets to the High Service network in 
order to give better pressures and flows in certain sections of the 
Town. 


A survey was completed by the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers’ Engineers, of our whole system, during the year. Hydrant 
flow tests were made at 19 points in the system. I am glad to 
report that, as a result of this survey, the Town is in Class 1 so 
far as the water system is concerned for fire protection. I believe 
that there are only three other communities in New England at 
the present time in this class: Hartford, Springfield and New 
Bedford. 


New steel frame windows were installed at the old shop on Eme- 
rald Street, improving the appearance of the building and cutting 
down on heat losses. 


Several breaks in mains, hydrants and service lines were prompt- 
ly repaired with a minimum loss of service to water-takers. 

Your Superintendent attended several meetings of the Legisla- 
tive Commission set up to study and report on the best uses to 
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be made of the land held by Brookline and Newton in the Towns 
of Needham and Dedham and formerly used for water supply 
purposes. ‘A 


I desire to express my thanks to the Water Board for their 
guidance and also to thank all employees for their co-operation 
during the year.

Gentlemen: —I respectfully submit the annual report as your 
Agent for the Heating and Lighting Plant, for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 


The usual routine repairs and maintenance was performed on 
the boilers, engines and auxiliary equipment. Several pieces of 
old equipment were removed or replaced and the plant is in good 
operating condition. 


An unexpected increase of forty-three cents per barrel in the 
cost of fuel is reflected in this years operating cost. 


The proposed installation of four automatic oil burners and com- 
bustion control equipment had to be postponed to 1956 because 
the amount appropriated was insufficient for the work. 


The flow meters installed in 1954 continue to function satisfac- 
torily.

Members of the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 


Gentlemen: — The Brookline Housing Authority submits this re- . 
port of its activities, receipts and disbursements for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1955, pursuant to the provisions of Section 26 
U of the Housing Authority Law. 


On January 24, 1955, the members of the Authority re-elected 
Benjamin A. Trustman, Chairman; Frank D. Harrington, Vice- 
Chairman; Lucius T. Hill, Treasurer; Peter M. McCormack, Assist- 
ant Treasurer, and Theresa J. Morse, Assistant Secretary. On 
June 10, 1955, Benjamin A. Trustman resigned as Chairman and 
member of the Authority, as of that date, after having served as 
Chairman of that body for seven consecutive years. On June 27, 
1955, the Board of Selectmen in joint convention with the remain- 
ing members of the Brookline Housing Authority elected Robert 
S. Weeks, Jr., as a member of the Brookline Housing Authority 
to serve until the next Annual Town election in March, 1956. On 
August 10, 1955, the members of the Authority elected Frank D. 
Harrington, Chairman; Peter M. McCormack, Vice-Chairman; and 
on September 31, 1955, Robert S. Weeks, Jr., was elected Assist- 
ant-Treasurer, each of the above to serve until the next annual 
election. At the Town election held March 1, 1955, Lucius T. Hill 
was elected to serve for a five year term. 


On October 22, 1955, the Authority made a payment of $10,476.00 
in lieu of taxes for 1955 to the Town of Brookline, based upon a 
directive issued by the State Housing Board December 16, 1953, 
in which the computation is based on $3.00 per dwelling unit per 
month. 


In March, 1955 the Authority’s fiscal agent, The National Shaw- 
mut Bank of Boston, received $60,558.08 from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of subsidy to aid the 
Authority in meeting the cost of operating during 1955. At this 
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point, it might be well to explain that the receipts from tenants’ 
rentals is insufficient to cover the complete cost of operation of 
this Authority, hence in accordance with the Statute, a subsidy 
from the Commonwealth to cover the difference. The receipts from 
rentals does little better than cover the physical operations of the 
plant and any amounts over and above this amount is not a profit 
but is used to reduce the annual subsidy, thus helping to reduce 
over all taxes. 

The Authority has now 291 tenants paying an average shelter 
rent of $41.29 per month, as of December 31, 1955. Income admis- 
sion limits for applicants with one child or none is $3,500 per year; 
with two children $3,625 and with three or more children $3,750. 
Continued occupancy limits are $4,000, $4,125 and $4,250 respect- 
ively. During the year 1955 there were 79 new applications received 
for tenancy while 47 tenants vacated their apartments during the 
the same period. Eight of those vacating were required to move 
as their incomes were above the legal limit for continued occupancy. 

During the year 1955, the Brookline Housing Authority has 
conducted and is continuing to study, most vigorously, the need 
for “Housing for the Elderly’. Progress has been made and we 
hope for more concrete results in the near future. 

Progress on Redevelopment and Clearance of certain areas in 
Brookline has reached the Final Planning stage. 

Reports of receipts and disbursements of the Administration 
Fund and the Survey and Planning Account for the year ending 
December 31, 1955 are attached hereto and made a part hereof.

It is issued in accordance with Chapter 72, 
Section 4, of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
which reads, in part, as follows: 


a HIS is the first section of the Annual Report of the Brookline School Com- 


Report of school committee. The committee shall annually make a detailed 
report of the condition of the public schools, containing such statements 
or suggestions relative thereto as it considers necessary or proper. It shall 
cause said report to be printed, for the use of the inhabitants, in octavo, pam- 
phlet form, of the size of the annual reports of the department. 


Your School Committee feels that the inhabitants of Brookline are not 
adequately informed about the condition of the public schools through a single 
report issued one to three months after the close of the year and printed in an 
official Town Report with small circulation and summarized in the local news- 
papers. There must be a better way to reach the people as the Legislature ob- 
viously intended should be done, and as those whom you have elected to your 
School Committee earnestly desire to do. 

This report is being sent by mail into every home in Brookline. The 
reading of it will, we hope, bring to every citizen of the Town a clearer under- 
standing of our public schools than he would otherwise have. It will give 
every reader accurate and timely information as to what the schools are doing, 
and why. It will give every taxpayer an accounting for the tax dollar spent for 
public education. It will, we hope, result in a continuation of the approval so 
often expressed of the Brookline Schools plus constructive suggestions for 
their improvement. 


dof High School Studies and Future Needs 


J} The School Committee is aware, as most citizens are, of the shortages in 
the number of young people qualified to enter erty cipationl fields, par- 
ticulaply medicine, science, engineering and teaching. Doubtless, these shortages 
arisé/directly from the fact that the number of births during the depression years 
of the 1930’s was below what would ordinarily have been expected, and very 
far below the current high rate of approximately 4,000,000 a year in the United 
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States. There were too few born 20 years ago to adequately serve the needs of 
the rapidly increasing population of today. 

That explanation alone, however, does not satisfy all the people. Some 
person or some institution must be blamed, and it is easy to-blame the schools. 
In an article entitled Students Shun Science Courses in the’~New England Journal 
of Medicine” for August 11, 1955, there appears this charge: ‘“The tendency 
in high schools is for increasing numbers of students to take ‘easy’ courses, such 
as social studies, vocational education, and how-to-live subjects, while sidetrack- 
ing the ‘hard’ subjects, such as mathematics, physics and chemistry. This trend 
is carried over into the colleges. . . . This tendency has dangerous potentials 
for the future of scientific medicine. Moreover it threatens to weaken the coun- 
try’s position of leadership in science throughout the world. | - _ 


The School Committee has asked for a report on this subject so far as 
Brookline High School is concerned. The report shows:

Looking back ten years, it appears that 70 percent of the students were in 
science classes and 68 percent in mathematics. There were no significant differ- 
ences in social studies and foreign languages. At the same time, during the ten 
year period 1944 to 1954, there was an increase from 41 to 55 percent in the 
students enrolled in business subjects. It would be unfair to say that more stu- 
dents are in business subjects today because these subjects are easier than science 
and mathematics. Rather it should be evident that more students feel the need 
for business training than was the case ten years ago. How can any one prove 
that bookkeeping ts less difficult than mathematics, or stenography than a foreign 
language? Certainly no one will claim that history (the basic subject of the 
social studies) is an “‘easy’’ course, whether considered by itself or in comparison 
with science and mathematics. 

In our High School there is no evidence during the past five years of any 
diminished interest in the sciences or in mathematics. Our graduates, therefore, 
may be expected to do their full share towards meeting the increasing need for 
scientists, engineers, physicians and teachers. 


> The Heath and Runkle Schools 


In our report for 1954 we stated the urgent need for modernizing the 
Heath and Runkle School buildings. The present building of the Heath School 
was erected in 1904, and the Runkle School buildings were erected in 1897, 


MY ee SS, ee a 
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1901, and 1925. They are, as we said last year, neither modern nor satisfactory. 
No one, to our knowledge, has taken issue with this opinion. 

The task of studying the condition of the buildings and determining what 
should be done progressed rapidly during the first six months of 1955. To aid 
the School Committee with its own study of this problem, a Lay Advisory 
Committee was appointed. This committee was comprised of representatives 
of the Parent-Teacher Associations of both Schools, Brookline Planning Board, 
League of Women Voters of Brookline, Brookline Council for the Public 
Schools, and the Brookline Taxpayers’ Association. In June the Lay Advisory 
Committee (J. Robert Morse, chairman) submitted its report. Acting upon 
the Advisory Committee’s recommendations, and its own exhaustive study of 
the Heath-Runkle building needs, the majority of the School Committee voted 
that the needs for improvement of the Runkle School be met through moderniz- 
ing the existing buildings on the present site. They further voted that facilities 
be provided at the Heath School to bring it up to the present-day requirements, 
either through modernization of the existing plant or with a new building on 
its present site. The minority of the School Committee, voting against these 
proposals, felt that the building problem in the Heath-Runkle districts would 
be better solved by the erection of one new building, at or near the Eliot Play- 
ground, to accommodate the pupils of these two schools. 

We are now ready to ask at the next Town Meeting for appropriations for 
working drawings to carry out the votes of the School Committee. 


P I Exceptional Children 


« In a sense all children are exceptional: the average child is only a myth. 
Certainly few parents would describe their children as “average,” and few 
teachers would fail to recognize the wide variations in physical, mental and 
emotional characteristics which exist in every classroom. The fact of individual 
differences is the premise on which all good educational programs must be based. 

It is to the credit of our people, both lay and professional, that they are 
constantly inquiring, “What can be done for the gifted child?” “What can be 
done for the handicapped child?” “What can be done for the child who has a 
talent of any kind, so that his talent may be productive, for him and for his 
community?” 

Your public school system is working unceasingly to give practical recog- 
nition to the fact of individual differences. In admitting children to school, 
for example, we are not bound by the number of years and days a child has 
lived, but by his physical, mental, and emotional readiness to take his place 
in the classroom. Our records for more than 20 years show that children 
admitted below the usual chronological age for entrance have on the average 
exceeded the other children in their grade both in teachers’ marks and in the 
annual achievement test results. Furthermore, they exceed the other children 
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in their grade by an increasing margin each year. And even more than that, 
they have been referred to our Department of Child Placement less often than 


others for personality ieecqusbinca 
A child entering the first grade“fs, after an orientation period, instructed in 


reading in one of several groups within the class. These groups are based first 
on reading readiness and later on demonstrated reading ability and achieve- 
ment. As he progresses through the grades these grouping procedures are 
extended to the other tool subjects, particularly arithmetic and language arts. 
In such subjects as literature, science and the social studies, two plans are 
used to bring out the best and the most that is within each child. These are 
(1) Asszgnments of graduated level of difficulty. Every one must complete, 
for example, Asszgnment I. Those who do so creditably may attempt Assignment 
II. Only the ablest pupils who have done very well on Assignment II may 
attempt Assignment III. (2) The unit plan of organization of learning ac- 
tivities. This encourages individual and committee assignments. It also stimu- 
lates the use of reference materials of varying difficulty, and leads to individual 
investigations which, in the child’s thinking, may be called “research.”

Every youth is full of promise. He needs ambition and incentive to work 
towards it. He needs guidance and considerable freedom to choose his path 
to success. He will make some mistakes, and he will fail to realize his full 
potentialities, but he will progress towards his individual goal (1) if his parents 
do their full duty, and (2) if his teachers provide him with a means to knowl- 
edge and inspiration to worthy living. 

Unexcelled opportunities for promising youth exist in our High School. 
After meeting the requirement of four years of English and one year of Amerti- 
can History, there is complete freedom of subject choices, under guidance and 
with parental approval. There are separate classes for students of varying de- 
grees of ability, and ample provision for those with individual plans. There 
are activities to broaden interests through short courses in art, homemaking, 
industrial arts, music and speech; and activities involving participation in stu- 
dent government, athletics, dramatics, and musical organizations. These are a 
vital part of the High School program, but they are optional with the student. 
The wise student will take advantage of some of them, 

One of our most interesting and productive undertakings for promising 
young people is our course in creative writing offered to carefully selected juniors 
and seniors and taught by Francis W. Newsom, author of the book, “Writer's 
Technique,’ and a long-time member of our English Department. Every mem- 
ber of one of these classes engages in one type of writing (for example, an 
essay, a short story, or a sonnet) at the same time, and each student rewrites 
his production again and again, after the teacher's criticism, until he has come 
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as near to perfection as it is in his power to do. This training is invaluable, The 
students learn the meaning of hard work and are made to realize that success 
in writing is one-tenth inspiration and nine-tenths perspiration. During the 
past four years in the Atlantic Monthly creative writing contests for all public 
and private secondary schools in the United States, Brookline students have had 
two top awards, four first prizes, fifteen honorable mentions, and forty-one 
merit ratings. They have received the University of Pittsburgh, four-year full- 
tuition scholarship three times. 


¥ A Wider Vision For Health 
An active interest in health is not a new experience for the Brookline 

Schools. eee: as 1905 the School Committee had a subcommittee on hygiene, 
and for more than 60 years there has always been at least one physician on the 
Committee. The Town, records show that in 1869, four of the nine members 
were medical doctors. | Among the physicians who have given many years of 
service to the schools are Drs. Frederick B. Percy 1894-1899, Everett M. Bowker 
1898-1910, Walter Channing 1899-1914, Arthur A. Cushing 1911-1929, 
Benjamin S. Blanchard 1914-1917, Walter S. Burrage 1931-1934, N. Brooks 
Morrison 1936-1942, Thomas P. Kendrick since 1928, James A. Hennessey since 
1942, and one woman, Dr. Augusta G. Williams, who served from 1916 to 1919. 

The law of the Commonwealth requires the School Committee to “appoint 
one or more school physicians and nurses’ to examine children, teachers, janitors 
and school buildings, and to issue health certificates to, chitdren seeking em- 
ployment permits. The law is specific regarding children exposed to contagious 
diseases or showing signs of ill health. It prescribes also tests “‘to ascertain 
defects in sight or hearing, and other physical defects tending ,to prevent his 
(z.e. the pupil’s) receiving the full benefit of his school work.’*s 

During the past 34 years our school health services have been the responsi- 
bility of Dr. David M. Hassman, Medical Director. Until his retirement in 
June, Dr. Hassman was the only full-time physician who had ever been em- 
ployed by the School Committee. A pediatrician, deeply devoted to the chil- 
dren he served, he was the friend and consultant of many members of the 
teaching staff. The esteem in which he was held in the community is expressed 
in the following resolution, adopted unanimously by the School Committee: 


DAVID M. HASSMAN, M.D. 
in recognition of thirty-four years 
of service in the Brookline Public Schools 

Whereas, David M. Hassman, M.D. has served the Schools of the 
Town of Brookline for a period of thirty-four years, 
Whereas, he has devoted himself wholeheartedly and generously in 
the interests of the health of the children and staff members of the 
public schools, 
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Whereas, through his wise counsel and personal devotion, he has left 
the imprint of his spirit on all with whom he has been associated, 
Therefore, be it resolved that the School Committee of Brookline, 
acting unanimously, pays him tribute and expresses its appreciation 
and its gratitude for his service to the schools of the Town. 

This tribute will be placed upon the records of the School Committee. 


In planning for the future the Committee feels it should make use of all 
available community resources. It does not, however, abrogate any of its re- 
sponsibility for the total program of public education. Under authorization of 
a special Act of the State Legislature, it has appointed Dr. Robert H. Hamlin, 
the Town’s Health Director, to be the Director of School Health Services. 
By joint action of the School Committee and the Town’s Health Director, a 
contract has been entered into with the Children’s Medical Center of Boston 
for the full-time services of Dr. Maurice M. Osborne, Jr. as School Health 
Physician. In this way we believe we have secured for our schools not only 
the services of a competent pediatrician but also the resources of the local 
Health Department, of the Children’s Medical Center, and of the Harvard 
School of Public Health. 

The services which the School Committee expects through its more com- 
prehensive program are: 

1. Periodic health appraisal examinations of pupils, teachers, custodians, 

food handlers, and other personnel. 

2. Periodic vision testing with effective follow-up work. 

3. Periodic hearing testing, to be followed by advice for both parents and 
teachers concerning desirable procedures. 

4. Immunizations. Protection against disease needs constant attention. 

5. Emergency medical services whenever schools are in session. Treat- 
ment is the responsibility of the parents. 

6. Laboratory facilities available at the new health center include bacteria 
analysis of milk and ice cream used in lunchrooms, swabs of dishes 
and glassware used there, and other preventive services. 

7. Dental health. The services of dentists and a dental hygienist are avail- 
able for examinations and dental health guidance. 

8. The mental health of children, teachers and parents. This is a new 
area of emphasis, in which the services of a physician skilled in psy- 
chiatry will be needed. Here, as elsewhere in the school health program, 
guidance, but not treatment, is contemplated. 

9. Health guidance, or health education, of all connected with the schools. 
Here a guide to “‘positive health’ is sought. 

10. Supervision of the school environment includes laboratory services for 

lunchrooms and swimming pools; also guidance in the health aspects 
of lighting, ventilation, and space arrangement. 
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> College Admission with Advanced Standing 


Brookline High School is one of a small number of selected secondary 
schools (public and independent) to be associated with the School and College 
Study of Admission with Advanced Standing. This study came about as a 
result of an invitation of Kenyon College to the presidents of 11 other colleges 
to meet at Washington in 1951 to consider the proposal that the colleges try 
to reach an agreement on descriptions of standards of advanced credit for work 
completed before admission to college. As a result of this meeting and with 
financial support from the Fund for the Advancement of Education, a Central_ 
Committee (of which Dr. Robert G. Andree, Headmaster of the High School, 
was a member) and certain subject matter committees (on which our High 
School was adequately represented) engaged in a study which resulted in favor- 
able action by the 12 colleges and a public announcement in January, 1954. 

The colleges are: Bowdoin College, Brown University, Carleton College, 
Haverford College, Kenyon College, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Middlebury College, Oberlin College, Swarthmore College, Wabash College, 
Wesleyan University, and Williams College. 

In the autumn of 1953 the faculties of these 12 colleges voted to consider 
for advanced credit entering students who will have studied during their last 
year in secondary school certain experimental courses designed and taught at 
the college-freshman level. To give official standing to the intensive advanced 
study in secondary schools, the colleges agreed to consider examinations and 
other evidence of accomplishment as a basis for awarding credit toward the 
bachelor’s degree. 

It will, of course, be understood that the results of so new a venture will 
not immediately be available. We know that during the past two years 18 stu- 
dents took examinations for advanced standing and all (except one who is 
still in High School) were admitted to the following colleges: Boston Uni- 
versity, Brandeis, Bryn Mawr, Columbia, Harvard, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Radcliffe, Simmons, Smith, and Wellesley. Specific information 
as to the recognition given to the examinations for advanced standing is not 
available. Apparently the results are considered together with other evidences 
of competence in deciding admission and standing. 


» College Entrance During the Next Few Years 


There is little likelihood that the colleges will be able, during the next 
few years, to increase their facilities rapidly enough to keep up with the demand 
resulting from the steadily increasing number of high school students with 
college ambitions. This is a country-wide situation, which will affect Brookline 
as well as every other city and town in the United States. Competition will be 
keener and the percentage of candidates admitted to college will be smaller as 
the number of applicants continues to grow. Harvard, for example, now has 
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4100 applicants a year, and admits only 1100 to its freshman class. All the 
colleges will want the best scholastically, the most attractive personally, and a 
wide distribution of residence,“Some well-qualified students will, therefore, 
be denied admission because there are better-qualified applicants. What makes 
one student more attractive than another to a college admissions officer is 
something only the individual college knows, and, ordinarily, it will not disclose 
this information except in a very general way. 


More than 70 percent of our graduates enter advanced schools and col- 
leges; more than 60 percent enter degree-granting institutions. Disappointments 
are not caused by the failure of worthy graduates to be accepted by the colleges, 
but by the fact that some graduates are unhappy about the colleges which have 
accepted them. Often there are colleges in other parts of the country which will 
provide just as good an education for some students as that obtainable in one of 
the eastern institutions. Students and parents will do well to become acquainted 
with some of the excellent colleges which are more than 100 miles away from 
Brookline. Many have already done so, and are ready to testify to the advantages 
of an away-from-home college. 


Since college admission is becoming increasingly competitive, early and 
continued recognition must be given by students and their parents to the im- 
portance of hard work as a prerequisite to going to college. Hard work un- 
doubtedly begins at home, and since ‘home work’’ is an important factor in 
the success of any individual, the greatest help which any parent can give his 
high school son or daughter is to provide good working conditions at home, 
even at some inconvenience to other members of the family. The results will 
repay the sacrificing parent. 


Members of our teaching staff welcome suggestions from parents or stu- 
dents concerning ways by which there may be greater cooperation between home 
and school to promote character and scholarship. 


> A New High in Elementary School Achievement 


When we reported in 1953 that only 1.69 percent of our elementary school 
pupils failed to be promoted, we thought that the height of achievement, com- 
mensurate with the maintenance of standards, had been reached. Now we can 
report an even better record: 68 of 4770 elementary school pupils repeating, 
or 1.43 percent. 


This would be meaningless if we could not be assured that the quality of 
the work had been maintained. Our Director of Child Placement has furnished 
us with a comparison of achievement based on identical tests administered 
during the same week of the school years 1949-50 and 1954-55. This compari- 
son shows: (1) that grade levels of achievement (Brookline standards) range 
from grade 2 for first grade to grade 9 for the eighth grade; (2) that in no 
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grade was the 1954-55 average less than that of five years ago; and (3) that 
in five of the eight grades it was one or two months higher. Since these tests 
were in reading, vocabulary, word recognition, arithmetic fundamentals and 
problems, English and spelling, we feel that there is ample evidence of the 
effectiveness of our elementary school instruction.

Together they form the 
School Committee’s Annual Report, required by law and by a desire of the 
members to give to the people a first-hand account of the Town's educational 
problems and needs, and the decisions and actions taken by the School Com- 
mittee in the interest of good schools for Brookline’s children. 


T HIs second section of the Annual Report of the Brookline School Com- 


> The Year’s Work 


Ten regular and eight special meetings of the Committee were held during 
the year with an average attendance of eight members and 15 to 20 visitors. 
The Superintendent of Schools, the Assistant Superintendent, and the Business 
Agent in her capacity of Secretary to the Committee attend all meetings. Other 
members of the staff are present whenever their special knowledge and skill 
are needed. The School Committee prepares for its important decisions through 
the use of subcommittees, which concern themselves with buildings, finance, 
hygiene, instruction, public relations, and teachers, and meet at frequent, though 
irregular, intervals on problems within their scope. These investigate thor- 
oughly the facts and bring to the School Committee their recommendations. 
Only the School Committee in a duly called meeting can adopt policies. 

In reflecting on this year’s work, the School Committee of Brookline is 
impressed with the variety and scope of the problems of policy which it weighs 
and decides within any year. Enriching the teachers’ life and work, as well as 
the students’, and taking advantage of opportunities to improve both are re- 
sponsibilities which we accept as a challenge. By providing increasingly better 
schools for today’s young people, we can help keep Brookline an attractive 
place in which to live and have our junior citizens become tomorrow’s leaders. 

The special School Committee meetings have considered such subjects as 
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additional land for play purposes at the Lincoln School, an enlarged Driscoll 
School playground, the modernization of cafeteria equipment at the High 
School, the building needs of the Heath and Runkle Schools, a delay in the 
opening of the schools because of the prevalence of poliomyelitis, the selection 
of a new Director of School Health Services and the choice of a new Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools. 


ip Teachers 


We appointed 44 teachers during the year, principally to replace those who 
had retired or resigned. The Superintendent of Schools has informed us that 
there is a noticeable shortage of teachers of superior quality in all fields, and a 
particular shortage in such subjects as art, science, and physical education. While 
we are more favorably situated than many school systems, we are not without 
our problems in teacher procurement. Fortunately, teaching in Brookline is 
considered highly desirable as is shown in the small teacher turn-over rate (about 
ten per cent a year) and the large number of applicants for teaching positions 
(over 600 a year). We have a total teaching staff of 338 in the elementary and 
high schools. 


Our Assistant Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Archie E. Hendricks, left 
us in September to become an Associate Professor of Education in Kent State 
University in Ohio. He was replaced in November by William F. Young, Jr., 
Principal of the Runkle School. Miss Ann E. Macdonald, since 1948 a teacher 
in the Devotion School, has been appointed Principal of the Runkle School. 


> Teachers’ Degrees 


The number of a teacher’s college degrees is not, of course, an infallible 
measure of his success as a teacher. It is, however, evidence of his professional 
attitude, and some indication of his growth in service. In teaching, as in other 
exacting professions, one must progress or retrogress: he cannot stand still. 


It is not our policy to force teachers to take courses at regular intervals, but 
to encourage them to do so. The provisions of the salary schedule, the avail- 
ability of free tuition certificates resulting from the presence of student teachers 
in our schools, the nearness of several schools of education and the attitude of 
the administrators all lend encouragement to professional improvement. Most 
important of all is the eagerness of the individual teacher for professional 
growth, and his readiness to invest his time and his money for that purpose. 


This bar graph shows ten years of progress as measured by college degrees. 
The teachers with at least one degree have increased from 56 per cent to 90 per 
cent of the staff. The teachers with more than one degree have more than 
doubled. Today nearly half of our teachers have master’s degrees. 
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» Leaves of Absence 


A most effective means of strengthening our teaching staff is a leave of 
absence granted to teachers who have been at least seven years in the service 
of Brookline and who desire opportunities for study or travel or both. Ordin- 
arily, the Town pays one half of the teacher’s salary, and the teacher meets the 
rest of the expense. This is not easy for most teachers to accomplish, and as a 
result we have absent on leave at any one time an average of only five teachers. 
The value to the school system and to the individual teachers is so great that 
many more should be able to accept sabbatical leaves of absence. 

Perhaps the time will come when a larger allowance than one-half salary 
can be made, or when the amount paid by the Town may be supplemented by a 
grant from one of our great foundations for the improvement of education. 

During the past decade 50 members of our teaching staff have been granted 
leaves at one-half salary, four at a lower rate, and three have been given military 
leave of absence without compensation from the Town. Thirty-three of these 
leaves were for a full year each, 17 for one-half year. Twenty-one were for 
study alone, 20 for a combination of study and travel, and nine for travel alone. 

Since the reason for granting a leave of absence, particularly if any salary 
is paid, is to strengthen and enrich teaching, the acceptance of a leave of absence 
with salary implies an obligation to return for further service in Brookline. No 
one who has been granted leave has failed to meet this obligation. 

The School Committee has spent an evening recently listening to reports 
of seven teachers who received leaves of absence in 1955. The accounts of their 
study and travel were most enthusiastic, and the Committee is more than ever 
persuaded that money spent for this purpose is money well invested in the 
improvement of our school system. 

The granting of leaves of absence for study and travel is not a new practice 
in Brookline. We find in the School Committee records of 1902 mention made 
of a leave of absence “‘to study abroad.” We favor the continuance, and if 
possible the extension, of the practice. 
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> Salaries 


To enable us to continue to attract the best teachers to Brookline, the Super- 
intendent of Schools in October recommended certain changes in the teachers’ 
salary schedule: 


(1) Increase annual increments from the present amounts paid to teachers 
in the lower salary brackets. 

(2) Allow a larger amount of salary credit for previous teaching experi- 
ence. 

(3) Increase maximums to compensate more adequately “career teachers.” 
(This term was applied to the more than one third of our staff mem- 
bers who have taught in Brookline 15 years or more. ) 


Similar changes were suggested by the Salary Committee of the Brookline 
Teachers Club, which, in addition, renewed previous requests for a schedule 
more nearly approaching the single salary schedule. By this is meant a plan, 
now in general use, by which elementary school and high school teachers receive 
the same pay if their training and service are the same. 

Having in mind the interest both of the teachers and the taxpayers, the 
School Committee approved certain changes in the salary schedule beginning 
in September, 1956. These are: (1) $200 increments in the basic salary sched- 
ule (instead of the present $100, $150, and $200); (2) full credit allowance 
for ten years of teaching elsewhere (instead of six years’ credit for nine years 
of teaching); and (3) new maximums $150 higher in each category than at 
present ($250 for elementary school principals and directors). These changes 
will be effective in September, 1956. 


The Budget 

The annual budget for the support of the Public Schools is decided upon 
following many meetings in the fall between the Subcommittee on Finance and 
other subcommittees, staff members, department heads, principals, and directors, 
who evaluate a/] proposed expenditures. Recommendations on all items in the 
budget are made to the full School Committee, in December, when the budget 
is adopted. The budget as voted by the School Committee, is mandatory upon 
the Town. In joint consultation with the Subcommittee on Schools of the 
Advisory Committee (who are represented at School Committee meetings), the 
budget is further discussed and often additional cuts are made on the basis of 
the overall town financial picture. For example, in 1955 because the Town 
incurred unusual expenses through hurricane damage, the School Committee 
agreed to delay certain necessary, though not emergency repairs. Hence, the 
budget for 1956 which includes these maintenance and replacement items, shows 
the largest increase in the Maintenance of Plant and Capital Outlay items. The 


Instructional Service increase reflects the regular increases and the new salary 
schedule. | 
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We have adopted the following budget to support the Public Schools 
during 1956. This is $171,378 more than was appropriated in 1955. The cost 
of General Control will be increased $3,999; Instructional Service, $33,039; 
Operation of Plant, $2,889; Maintenance of Plant, $48,311; Auxiliary Agencies, 
$10,451; Pensions, $4,878; Capital Outlay, $67,279; State-aided Vocational 
Classes, $132; and Out-of-State Travel, $400.

In addition, we shall request an appropriation of $21,734 to provide an 
increase not in excess of ten per cent for our Civil Service employees if the Town 
Meeting votes an increase of ten per cent in the wages of Civil Service employees 
in other Town Departments. 


$41,122.87 was returned to the Town Treasury at the end of the year from 
the appropriation for 1955. Of this amount $36,563.49 represents savings in 
teachers’ salaries through retirements and replacements at lower rates. 


» The School Population 


The following is an interesting study of the public school population as 
compared with the total population during the past 30 years.

From this table it will be noted that the Town’s population has increased 
33 per cent in 30 years and its public school population only 28 per cent, but 
the ratio of the school population to the total population of the Town has 
remained fairly constant over the 30-year period, eleven to twelve per cent. 
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s Honors to High School Graduates 


Many of our High School graduates distinguish themselves in college and 
in their later careers. It obviously would be impossible to report, or even to 
know, them all. Likewise, it would be quite unjustifiable to assume credit for 
all the successes, or blame for all the failures, of our graduates. The parents, 
the community and especially the individuals may share the credit for these 
successes and must share the blame for these failures. 


There are numerous evidences, we are glad to report, that many of our 
graduates give a good account of themselves in college. At Harvard we have 39 
boys in the three upper classes. Of these, 20, or 51 per cent, are on the Dean's 
List. The names of two thirds of our Brookline graduates who are members of 
the Harvard Class of 1957 appear on this list. 


In a recent report from Dartmouth College, we learn that among all the 
schools in New England, public and private, sending four or more graduates 
to Dartmouth, Brookline High School ranked first in New England and fourth 
in the country. This refers to Dartmouth’s class of 1958, in which we are 
represented by five graduates. 


A national scholarship organization has recently been established, into 
which corporations and foundations can channel their scholarship gifts. The 
new organization, which is called the National Merit Scholarship Corporation, 
an independent non-profit educational organization, was set up by grants, of 
$20,500,000. This Corporation, aimed at discovering and helping the most 
talented students in the country, will provide a centralized agency for sponsoring 
and administering non-restrictive scholarships. The first competition began in 
October with the administration of a scholarship screening test to all high 
school seniors whose principal nominated them as participants. Educational 
Testing Service of Princeton, New Jersey, conducted the testing, in which an 
estimated 50,000 students took part. 


We were allowed to enter five per cent of our senior class, or 22 students. 
Twelve of these were selected as a result of the October screening test to enter 
into further competition for the 200 available four-year college scholarships that 
can carry up to full tuition and living expenses, depending upon the financial 
need of each winner. Our 12 representatives have been invited to register for 
and take the Scholastic Aptitude Test of the College Entrance Examination 
Board. Fees will be paid for students who take this test exclusively for Merit 
Scholarship purposes. 


It appears to your School Committee that, in spite of all the hostility, in- 
justice and distress which exists in many parts of the world, there are move- 
ments underway to encourage scholarship, and character, and service to man- 
kind. In these positive and constructive undertakings we desire to share. 
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> Distinctions 

Recognition of the worth of our associates, both on the School Committee 
and on the staff, has been abundant during the past year. 

Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski represented Massachusetts, and Brookline in par- 
ticular, as a member of the White House Conference on Education, held in 
Washington from November 28 to December 1. This conference, called by the 
President of the United States, has reported to the President, and through him 
to the people, on what our schools should accomplish, how our school systems 
can be more efficiently and economically organized, what are our school building 
needs, how we can get good teachers, finance our schools, and obtain a continuing 
public interest in education. We are proud of our fellow-member and her part 
in this great conference. 

In addition, within the past year, the Surgeon General of the United States 
has invited Mrs. Pinanski to be one of 12 members of the National Advisory 
Council for Neurological Research. 

Another member of the Committee, William B. Hickey, has been appointed 
by Boston College an Associate Professor of Law. 

Our Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Ernest R. Caverly, is now completing 
25 years as the School Committee’s chief executive. The Brookline Teachers 
Club recently held a reception for Dr. and Mrs. Caverly at the Sheraton Plaza 
Hotel in Boston, and presented the guest of honor, on behalf of the Club 
members and the staff, with a beautiful Paul Revere bowl.

Gentlemen: —-The annual report of the Purchasing Department 
for the year 1955 is herewith submitted; this being the fifth such 
report since the department was established in 1951. The extent 
of centralized purchasing activities may be projected through 
certain pertinent statistics as follows: 


(1) 6121 department requisitions received and processed. ri 

(2) 8899 purchase orders issued after materials priced by competitive 
bidding by means of newspaper advertising, written or telephone 
quotations. 

(3) 2697 emergency purchase orders issued for small lot emergency 
requirements, parts procurable from one source only and the like. 

(4) 23 formal contracts to cover materials for continuing use and 
purchase. 

(5) $971,995.00 total value of purchases resulting from 2, 3 and 4 above. 

(6) $109,659.00 total value of purchases from Brookline vendors result- 
ing from 2, 3, 4 above, or 11.3% of 5. 

(7) $6,286.00 total value of cash discounts accepted for prompt pay- 
ment of invoices as processed through the Purchasing Department. 


In a comparison of the above with the previous year most items 
show an increase in 1955 totals. Processing more requisitions re- 
sults in issuing more purchase orders for a greater total pur- 
chasing value. Purchases in connection with equipping the new 
Health Center, a new aerial ladder truck for the Fire Department, 
automotive and other equipment tended to increase business in 
the Purchasing Department. The trend to higher prices noted 
during the year also served to increase the total value of pur- 
chases to close to $1,000,000. 


One of the objectives is to review departmental yearly require- 
ments for the purpose of making one time purchases of individual 
or combined department requirements rather than repetitive pur- 
chases. Some progress has been made along this line with de- 
partments co-operating which results in more favorable prices 
and considerably less office routine and paper work for all con- 
cerned. The Purchasing Department stores system, while limited 
because of storage facilities, results in many items being supplied 
to departments at a considerable saving due to bulk purchases, the 
lower price level being passed along to departments for their 
requirements. 

It is quite impossible to completely eliminate the necessity for 
emergency requirements of small lot purchases in municipal de- 
partments functioning. As an example departments operating 
automotive and other mechanical equipment often find need for 
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spare parts many of which cannot be anticipated or which should 
not be carried in stock because of rapid obsolescence. A complete- 
ly satisfactory method of controlling such purchases has not been 
found and this phase of our purchasing procedure is due for fur- 
ther consideration. However, until some better method is devised, 
I believe the requirement for department employees to obtain an 
authorized emergency purchase order issued at the counter on a 
register machine at the Purchasing Department is effective. It 
provides a purchase control, a record for the Town and the vendor, 
and a proper and adequate receipt voucher for submitting to the 
Comptroller with an invoice. 

Formal contracts cover such items as milk, ice cream, bread, 
eggs, crackers, potato chips and canned goods for the School 
Lunch; fuel oil, gasoline, motor oil and greases, coal, tires and 
tubes, tire retreading and recapping, laundry rental and service, 
fertilizer, tree sprays, grass seed, loam, road materials, traffic 
paint and clothing for the Fire Department. 

Although a trend to higher prices was noted during the year, 
quite favorable prices were obtained under existing vendor mar- 
keting policies. Our #2 fuel oil contract calls for a $.005 per gal- 
lon mark up over tank car price, and #5 and #6 fuel oil a $.07 
per barrel mark up, and these terms at the time proposals were 
submitted were considered very favorable factors in the fuel oil 
market. The gasoline contract was written with discount of 
$.0326 per gallon discount from established posted tank wagon 
price and a guaranteed top of $.1754 per gallon for regular grade 
and $.2004 per gallon for high test grade. At the time of contract- 
ing, the discount and the offering of a guaranteed top price was 
considered most favorable in the trade. Motor oil price of $.3879 
per gallon and guaranteed was a $.004 per gallon increase over 
the previous contract, also a trend in the market. Tires and 
tubes were contracted for at 20% discount for passenger tires, 15% 
for truck tires and 10% for tubes based on the manufacturer’s 
“State” price list, and prices were guaranteed for the contract 
period of a year. The terms of this contract were somewhat more 
favorable than for the previous year. 

Items of equipment purchased and of somewhat other than 
routine included a 100 ft. aerial ladder truck for the Fire De- 
partment for $37,825.00; a Police ambulance for $5,102.75 and a 
truck chassis equipped with a hoist to handle apartment type 
rubbish containers and the containers for $13,225.36. 

In accordance with instruction from the Board of Selectmen, 
all laundry rental and service requirements of Town departments 
were consolidated, specifications developed and proposals received 
and contracts awarded. The larger portion of such requirements 
covers rental of bath towels and laundering of Town owned bath- 
ing suits all of which had been under contract the previous year 
for the first time. In considering bids, the most favorable meth- 
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od of award for the Town was to make two contracts; one for bath 
towel rental and laundering of bathing suits and the other for 
general rental and laundry service. This was done to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. Anticipated savings to be realized based 
upon prices quoted and accepted were very considerable running 
from 35% to over 100% of prices previously paid by departments. 
The contracts have been carried out quite satisfactorily after 
routine details were worked out. 


The equipping of the new Health Center with furniture and 
other equipment required a great deal of attention of the Pur- 
chasing Department particularly in the early part of the year. 
Many items were required and each requisition was submitted 
with very tight limitations specified as to equipment and vendor 
desired. Awards were made only after very careful analysis and 
checking of bids. 


The purchase of proper floor treatment materials for use in 
school buildings has been difficult because of the wide range in 
prices for products offered by many bidders. Considerable study 
was given this matter with the Director of School Buildings be- 
fore bids were called for in 1955. It was decided that materials 
such as floor wax, sealers, cleaners, gym finish, etc. should be 
purchased from reliable manufacturers directly, if possible, to in- 
sure quality and uniformity of product. A careful examination of 
bids and products offered was made and only bids in a prescribed 
price range were considered to be acceptable and selection was 
made for products in this category. It was concluded some ex- 
perimenting would be necessary the first year with materials 
costing considerably more than paid in the past. Indication is 
that with use of these products there is much improved mainte- 
nance of floors with saving in labor and material, and that the 
change to higher quality products will reduce floor maintenance 
cost and appearance will be greatly improved. 


The closing of the Health Department Hospital resulted in a 
varied inventory of equipment and materials to be disposed of by 
the Purchasing Department. Inventory sheets were first sub- 
mitted to Town Departments to determine which items could be 
of further use to the Town, and some of the items were thus trans- 
ferred. Remaining items were offered for public bidding. An 
opportunity was given to inspect the materials but under rather 
difficult circumstances as at that time there was no heat in the 
buildings which resulted in much discomfort to prospective bidders 
and those supervising the inspection. However, many bids were re- 
ceived for selected items and awards made with the approval of 
pee Board of Selectmen for a total sale value of approximately 

500. 


It is established policy for the Purchasing Department to process 
requisitions promptly on the basis of competitive bidding. We find 
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many times requisitions are being submitted on an emergency 
basis where failure to anticipate requirements in advance calls 
for emergency delivery. To process such requisitions normal com- 
petition must be omitted in favor of speed and not only often 
results in higher cost but upsets the normal office routine in the 
Purchasing Department of processing requisitions filed in time by 
others. Factors such as preparing an order for shipment by the 
vendor and delivery time are apparently not given consideration 
by requisitioning authority when setting up the required delivery 
date. 


Very limited office space continues to handicap the Purchasing 
Department in carrying on our daily routine adequately. 


The year has been a busy one for us in the Purchasing 
Department as we have endeavored to adequately serve all Town 
departments. I wish to acknowledge the cooperation of all with 
whom we have had contact in our daily work and for their under- 
standing when orders are necessarily delayed. I appreciate the 
interest and efforts of my assistants in helping the Purchasing 
Department to carry out its function as efficiently as possible.

The net amount to be raised by taxation was $255,250.59 more 
than in 1954.

VOTED, To authorize the Selectmen to purchase, or enter into a contract 
to purchase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A 
of the General Laws, for school puurposes, land situated on Washington 
Street, designated on the 1953 Assessors’ plan as Lots 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 in 
Block 92 containing approximately 50,312 square feet, and to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred twenty-five thousand ($125,000) dollars 
to pay for the same or any part thereof or to be used for the payment of 
land damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such purchase, 
contract to purchase, or taking. 
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VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow eighty-four thousand dollars ($84,000) of the amount 
appropriated by the preceding vote for the acquisition of certain land for 
school purposes. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, Signed by the 
Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen and cer- 
tified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. 
Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate 
not exceeding three per cent per annum and Shall be made payable in 
such annual payments beginning not later than one year after the date 
thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty years from their date. 
The balance of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote, i.e., forty- 
one thousand dollars ($41,000) shall be raised in the tax levy. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, March 23,, 1954, it was 


VOTED, To raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred twenty-five 
thousand ($225,000) to be expended under the direction of the Building 
Commission with the approval of the Selectmen and the Trustees of the 
Public Library, for the construction, on land of the Town at 31 Pleasant 
Street, of a new branch Library building. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow one hundred eighty-four thousand ($184,000) dollars 
of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the construction of 
a new branch Library building. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, 
signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a Majority at least of the 
Selectmen and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated 
by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi- 
annually at a rate not exceeding three per cent per annum and Shall be 
made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year 
after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty years 
from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated by the preceding 
vote, ie., forty-one thousand dollars ($41,000) shall be raised in the tax levy. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, March 29, 1955, it was 


VOTED: To raise and appropriate the sum of ninety thousand dollars 
($90,000) for the original construction and surfacing with bituminous 
asphalt concrete of the lots on Centre Street, the acquisition of which, for 
a municipally owned and operated off-street parking area was authorized 
by vote of the town under a preceding article of this warrant. 


VOTED: That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) of the amount 
appropriated by the preceding vote for the original construction and 
surfacing of an off-street parking area. Bonds or notes shall be issued 
therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least 
of the Selectmen and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company 
designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest 
payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding three per cent per annum 
and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning not later 
than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within 
ten years from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated by 
the preceding vote, i.e., forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000), shall be raised 
in the 1955 tax levy. 


Under the preceding three borrowing votes, there was borrowed on 
September 22, 1955, $313,000 from Lee Higginson Corp. of Boston on their 
bid of 100.126 and accrued interest for 2% bonds. 313 bonds were issued 
dated October 1, 1955 bearing 2% coupons and designated as Branch 
Library, ,Driscoll School Playground and Off-Street Parking and maturing 
as follows:

Gentlemen: — In compliance with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 41, Section 61, I herewith submit to you the fifty- 
-ninth annual report for the Comptroller’s Department. 

I have examined the accounts of Matthew 8S. McNeilly, Town 
Treasurer and Collector for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1955, and have verified the cash balance by actual count of the 
cash on hand and by reconciliation of bank balances. I have ex- 
amined all notes, bonds and coupons paid during the year and have 
found them properly cancelled. An analysis of his accounts as 
Collector is shown in the accompanying Schedule A, “Summary of 
Collector’s Accounts”. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds of the 
Town have been examined and the securities and savings accounts 
have been checked and found to be in accordance with the accom- 
panying Schedule H, “Trust Funds—Capital Accounts” and Sche- 
dule I, “Trust Funds—Income Accounts”. This examination in- 
cluded the securities and savings accounts of the Brookline Retire- 
ment System as set forth in Schedule J, “Brookline Retirement 
System—Investments’”’.
